CHINA'S TREATMENT OF FOREIGNERS 


Dr. Wang Chung-hui Reviews Long History: Economic 
Co-operation Important 


Nanking, Apr. 6. 

A. succinct review. of China's 
aliitude towards the foreigner was 
valven by Dr. Wang Chung-hut the 
hew Minster of Foreign Affairs, in 
fan address at the weekly memorial 
serviee at Central Party Headquarters 
yesterday. Dr, Wang spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“Comrades, In report to-day I shall 
make a brief resume of China's 
‘itude towards foreigners in the pi 
‘Our country was among the earliest 
elvilized; in our relations with the 
World, we made no distinction be 
tween what was Chinese and foreign; 
for, to our mind, ‘within the four se 
all'are brothers’ ‘This attitude was 
proper, open and above-board, 

“During the Tang Dynasty, foreign 
cers came to China as missionaries and 
traders. There still stands at Sian 
to-day a tablet of the Tang Dynasty 
veeording in detail that historleat 
fact. 

“During the Yuan Dynasty, the 
Wallan, Marco Polo, travelled to 
China.’ We not only’ treated him as 
Chinese but also appointed him to 
fan_ official post, 

“During the Ming Dynasty, more 
foreigners’ came to China.” Hsu 
Kwang-chi, one of the Imperial seere~ 
tarles at the Ming Court, was a 
Catholic, Ho wrote many’ books in 
whieh are shown his close relations

Cnsequent- 
ly, forelgners commenced thelr 
aggression against us, with the result 
that, the country gradually ‘became 
‘weak, Tt was certainly not right 
to despise foreigners, but it was worse 
{0 belittle ourselves. 

‘Phe Inte Party Leader, Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, therefore advocated the 
principles of equality and reciprocity, 
witha” view to. secking mutual 
Gevelopmentt with the nations of the 
world. Dr. Sun once said, ‘The 
relations beiween two countries are 
Uke those between two individuals. 
Sometimes it is necessary to make 
‘some personal sacrifice in order to 
Benefit other people, but at other 
times it is not necessary to injure 
people in order to benefit ourselves. 
Te we promote our welfare without. 
injuring other peoples interests, we 
ean then conduet our diplomatic 
affairs with success. This is the 
Idea of equility and reciprocity.

INCREASE IN COTTON | 
TAX OPPOSED. 


Possible Injury to Growing 
Business Stressed 


Nanking, Apr. 8, 

‘A protest against the Government 
plans for increasing the Consolidated 
Tax on colton yarn is made by the 
‘Chinese Industrial General Associa- 
tion ing petition to the Central 
suthorities, 

‘According to press reports, the Con- 
solidated Tax on cotton yarn will 
be Increased shortly. ‘This matter, 
the petition states, has an important 
‘earing on national Industry. For, 
‘of all native industries, only the cot- 
ton textile ‘industry has made some 
progress. Even this is now on the 
verge of collapse, as the result of 
various dificulties'in the past. 

‘Although. due 10 a slight improve- 
ment in economle "conditions, the 
situation “has been more hopeful 
Iately, yet, in view of the expansion 
of foreign mills in North China which 
make use of thelr financial and 
technical superiority and their special 
position in competing with native 
mills, it is impossible to predict how 
Tong’ this’ hopeful situation can be 
‘maintained. 

‘As a precautionary. measure, the 
petition suggests that steps should be 
faken immediately to maintain the 
native cotton industry. If the Con 
solidated Tax should be suddenly in- 
creased at the present juncture, the 
various Chinese cotton mills, unable 
to bear the heavy burden of taxation, 
‘would again be obliged to suspend 
business and sell their assets. ‘The 
‘effect on the national economic situa- 
tion would not be inconsiderable, 

For this reason, therefore, it’ is 
urged that the proposed increase of 
the Consolidated Tax on cotton yarn 
bbe temporarily postponed. Even for 
the sake of revenue, the increase 
should be deferred tor some time, 
‘or other remedial measures sought, 
80 as {0 safeguard the development 
‘of the cotton industry, the petition

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THE BIBLE IN CHINA 
April 7. 

‘The decision of the American 
Bible Society and the British For-| 
eign Bible Society to direct their| 
Work in°China through a. single! 
executive Committee is welcome. It 
should give .the two organizations 
the advantages of an improved 
economy. More important still it 
will add to the effectiveness of their| 
work by' practically illustrating the| 
unity of thelr*efforts in dissemini 
ing the Scriptures, The report of| 
the British Society's activities, dur-| 
ing 1936 shows how valuable is the| 
Bible to the development of the| 
cultural spirit among a. people ‘to! 
whom ancient. traditions in. the 
study of literature have a special 
appeal, ‘The Bible is more than 
‘great ‘literature, It brings to its 
readers a message of universal solace 
fand guidance. In these days, when 
the perplexities of modern con-| 
vulsions with their attendant woes: 
sorely trouble the hearts of men, it 
4s not surprising that distributors of| 
the Bible should find cager clai- 
mants to thelr services, ‘The jargon 
‘of the day would insist that ideolo~ 
‘gical nostrums have some undefined| 
benefit to bestow on seekers afte 
perfection, It seldom ventures to! 
‘suggest that the search can bring’ 
true satisfaction, It rather takes 
the destructive mood which im- 
fagines contentment to rest in the 
tearing down of ancient signposts 
‘or the uprooting of cherished faiths. 
Last year the 400th anniversary of 
the martyrdom of William Tindale| 
‘was celebrated in recognition of the; 
debt which the Authorized Version 
of the Bible owed to that pioneer| 
translator of the Seriptures, As! 
Froude has declared, “the mingled 
tenderness and majesty, the Saxon) 
simplicity, the preternatural gran- 
deur" of the Bible are derived trom| 
the mind of ‘Tiridale who con-| 
tributed half the Old ‘Testament! 
and the whole of the New and| 
established a standard of transla 
ion ‘which his successors gladly| 
tried to follow. 


It Is well to remember this noble 
genius In any assessment of the! 
Bible's virility as, in countless| 
tongues, it finds its way into the| 
far quarters of the globe. Transla~ 
tion depends greatly on the skill 
of the translator and his gift for! 
conveying the essential thought to} 
the medium of the language on| 
which he operates. “Yet even more 
must it, in the last resort, acquire} 
its virtue from the qualities of that 
original. ‘The purity of language. 
the lucidity of style and the] 
measured nicely of the selection of 
words must govern the performance 
of the translator. On that account| 
the Bible's supremacy has been 
‘maintained throughout the centuries 
and to William Tindale homage is| 
surely due, He gave the key to 
the work so that, in the words of} 
Benjamin’ Jowett? 7 
. Amid changing interpretations our| 
‘alin Js not to add another, but to 
renew the original one, the meaning, 
that is, of the words as they frst 
struck ‘on- the ear or flashed before 
‘the eves of those who heard and 
read them, 
In no tess” than 705 different} 
Janguages does the Bible stand to- 
day, thanks ‘to the efforts of the 
Bible Socleties and thelr devoted| 
staffs, There. are nearly Atty’ 
versions required for cireulation in 
China, apart from those in Euronean| 
Tanguages. The Rev. G. W. Shep- 
pard’s retirement from the General 
Sccretaryship at the headquarters 
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in Shanghai has brought here from| 
Yunnan the Rey. W. H. Hudspeth| 
who has achieved the distinction of 
completing the translation of the| 
Scriptures into the Black Miao 


| tongue—a wofk begun by the late| 


Samuel Pollard. In 1928 the 
Gospels and Acts were: translated| 
into that dialect and latér the whole 
New Testament was completed. 
‘The reception of the new books by 
‘the Black Miao people was en- 
‘thuslastic and inspiring. Once more 
unquestionable tribute was paid 
to the compelling influence of the 
Great Book. 

‘Too often is met the facile as; 
sumption that the self-diseiplined 
industry of the old-time leaders of 
religious thought has disappeared 
from a too restless age. If regard. 
‘be had to the enormous labour in- 
volved in learning these obscure 
Janguages and dialects and then in 
applying that acquisition to the 
translation of the Scriptures, it will 
bbe appreciated that the sorvants of 
the Bible Societies, unknown and 
unrecognized by the world at large, 
are showing to the canons of service 
afidelity no whit less honourable 
‘and arduous than that of Christen-| 
dom's most glorious. days. This 
loyalty to tradition again appears 
in the magnificent tale of the Bible's 
present-day distribution, The col- 
porteurs in China, as In other coun- 
‘ries, brave all imaginable dangers| 
and ‘discouragements to get. thelr 
sacred message to a mankind which 
Still has dire need of ft, and still 
shows a superb confidence In its 
import.’ A hundred years ago the| 
‘most famous of English colporteurs, 
George Borrow, was engaged in 
that adventure which is told in his| 
picturesquely’ vivacious “The Bible| 
in Spain.” At that time Spain was} 
torn by internal dissension and was| 
undergoing all the horrors of civil 
war. To-day a George Borrow 
motor-van, built to commemorate 
the centenary of the militant East 
Anglian evangelist, is quietly and 
Intrepidly circulating the Scriptures| 
in circumstances even more pol 
nant than were encountered by! 
Borrow as he wandered through the| 
country on the same mission. 
‘Modern iconoclasts have affected to| 
‘condemn the opiate of religion. Their 
condemnation would ‘fain embrace 
the Bible. Therein they. blindly 
stumble against a truth, albeit 
veiled from thelr vision, ‘The mass-| 
appeal which Ideological fanatics 
seek to create may produce a sort! 
of hysterical exultation. It lament- 
ably fails to induce that peace of 
mind which.Js-the common aim of 
tired, distraught humanity to-dai 
to-morrow and yesterday, Study 
of the plain unvarnished reports of 
the colporteurs, whether in China 
or elsewhere, leads irresistibly to) 
the conclusion that the solace of the 
Scriptures is the basis of their 
‘authority, In thelr own tongue men 
and Women are eager to learn and| 
take to their own comfort the words 
which, as no others can, majestical- 
ly yet simply tell of ‘the “peace 
which passeth all understanding.” 
Under the stormy surface of the 
threatening seas whereon _the| 
nations {oss in uncomprehending| 
anguish there is a current. which 
steadily keeps: direction to the| 
haven. of security. Its inspiration 
may be dimly discemed, but in the 
‘event may be found to derive from 
the trust invited by the Bible as it 
reduces everyday complexities to 
thé simple equation of an undeviat- 
ing faith, ‘The latent powers of en- 
durance possessed by mankind as it 
faces apparently catastrophic _dis-| 
aster spring solely from the spirit 
to which the Bible bears, for all 
time, an unconquerable testimony. 





























- CHINA’S COURTESY 
April 9. 
Dr. Wang Chung-hui, dipping| 
cursorily into history, has found| 
support for the view that courtesy| 
toward foreigners was the old-time| 
characteristic of Chinese contacts! 
with the world outside. Anti-for- 
eignism, he argued, was in reality a 
comparatively modern irritant due, 
paradoxically, to the advent of a 
foreign dynasty to the Throne of 
the Empire, Later manifestations| 
of this xenophobia in the early| 
days of the Republic may therefore | 
be attributed to the inheritance of| 
some of the Manchu bugbears and, 
probably, to the natural disturbance 
of the national: mind in a time of| 
extreme difficulty and uncertainty. 
‘To-day, adopting more precisely Dr. 
‘Sun Yal-sen’s principles of equality 
‘and reciprocity, Dr. Wang Chung- 








hui considers that his countrymen 
have, in effect reverted to their’ 
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the stranger within their gates.| 
Almost at the same time, Mr. Kenji 
Kodama, returning to Japan from 
leadership of the economic mission 
to China, expressed the opinion 
that the boycott, an extreme instru- 
‘ment of anti-foreignism, had disap- 
eared never to return. In so far 
as these views seck io. interpret 
present-day tendencies they appear 
to be justified. One of the happiest 
developments of recent years has 
been the marked improvement in 
the understanding . between  for- 
cigners and Chinese. Understand- 
ing is the right word: the arid’ 
emotion of extreme nationalism. 
cannot flourish unless ignorance or| 
lack of appreciation of the others’ 
point of view dominates a people's: 
mind. Dr. Wang Chung-hui, in| 
practising the virtue which’ he. 
‘sought to preach, was concerned 
only with anti-foreignism. He 
noted in passing that certain pres- 
/sure from outside may have partly 
stimulated that sentiment, but in 
the main he,preferred to deprecate 
his countryinen’s surrender to it 
rather than to find elaborate 
excuses for the lapse from honoured 
traditions. It is fitting therefore 
that his remarks should be supple- 
‘mented by the observation that the 
fault has not always “been on one 
side. Anti-foreignism has had its| 
unreasoning inspiration; it has also 
been the direct product of undue| 
assertion of foreign claims in con~ 
tacts with Chinese affairs. 

It would be futile to pretend that 
the relations of foreigners with the 
[people of any country can consistent 
ly be maintained on a note of un- 
deviating friendship, The day-to- 
day problems of commerce, politics 
and social intercourse must inevit- 
ably produce differing points of 
view on the basis of. which it is 
painfully easy to arouse controversy. 
Tn. the modern world. with -its| 
‘exaggerated emphasis on national 
exclusiveness this. diMeulty is dally 
‘upparent* To extreme. expressions, 
Of self-righteousness or self-sufml- 
clency the immediate retort must 
be in kind... Statesmanship «is 
charged with’ the duty of devising. 
‘means of assaulting ignorance and 
intolerance which underly such 
Passions. That is why the process 
jot widening the possibilities of 
understanding is the best safeguard 
against anti-foreignism in China, 
So often it seems that criticism 
divelops an unnecessary note of 
acerbity just for want of that 
breadth of vision and deep insight 
which, would help to expound the 
motives actuating apparently 
adverse action on one side or the 
other. Foreigners. coming into! 
ordinary dally contact with Chi- 
nese who have learnt in such con- 
tacts something of the foreign mood. 
fare less liable to fall into error, 
‘specially if force of circumstances 
impels the exercise of the normal 
impulses of kindly human nature 
as the only sensible method of 
bridging differences and establish- 
ing practical relationships. Lin- 
guistic obstacles, divergences of 
custom and thought, _ national 
idiosyncrasies—they must have their 
‘scope in most people—mean noth- 
ing if this overriding influence of 
‘goodwill can be allowed full rein. 

It is essential, of course, that 
those who direct national policies: 
should beware of leaving room for 
misunderstanding. In past years 
‘when hostility has animated either 
Chinese against foreigners or vice 
versa, it has often seemed mainly 
due to the fact that popular opinion. 
fon one side or the other has run| 
too violently ahead of the intention 
of its rulers. The development of| 
controversy. in diplomatic discussion 
may reach an acuteness which may. 
not be inherently dangerous 
because of the prescribed .con- 
ventions and forms of control 
applied to ils conduct. ‘The fu 
fies when the popular mind tries 
to translate diplomatic declarations| 
into popular language, the voca-| 
bulary of which is usually so) 
limited as quickly to lead to direct! 
action and thence to extremes of 
violence. China has had bitter 
experience of this diMcully. ‘The| 
present National Government's 
power of control over the people| 
has never been so clearly vindicated 
as in the recent and effective action| 
which it took to break down un- 
disciplined demonstrations of anti- 
foreign feeling. Thereby it cleared 
the way for.the more satisfactory | 
relationships which have been so 
beneficial both to China and to those 
who have the privilege of co- 
operating with her, It did more: it 
enabled" that innate spirit of 
courtesy to which Dr, Wang Chung- 
hui referred to find itself again

and cquality as Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
perceived. It should, moreover, 
ensure in return from the foreigner: 
‘that consideration and effort at un- 
derstanding always due -from the: 
‘guest to the host. Only stubborn. 
Wearers of rose-coloured spectacies| 
or inveterate devotees of the smooth 
speech will delude themselves with 
the notion that Sino-Foreign con-| 
tacts will continue to be free of 
doubts, suspicions or enmities. The 
task Is to make such good use of| 
improved facllities for direct ap- 
proach, the one to the other, that 
the risks of desperate conflict of| 
view and sentiment are reduced to| 
a minimum. As China proceeds— 
Jet it be hoped rejoicing—in her 
newly-found strength and revived 
sense of national unity, the natural 
‘expression of that development will

A LABOUR PROBLEM’

‘The textile industry in China and 
the Far East generally has come 
pointedly into the discussions at the 
International conference which has 
brought representatives of 23 coun- 
tries to Washington under the 
‘auspices of the International Labour 
OMce of the League of Nations, 
‘The United States of America, as} 
the host, and Japan as a prominent| 
participant in'the debates are non- 
members of the League who take 
advantage of the opportunities of 
the League's Labour organization 
to co-operate in an important in 
ternational pooling of views and 
experience. Cabled reports of such 
discussions must necessarily leave. 
gaps. ‘Thus it is impossible to 
certain whether Mr. Chu. Shu-fan. 
qualified his apparently misleading. 
picture of the bearing of foreign en- 
erprise on China's working of her 
Factory Laws or whether any mem= 
bers of the Conference, possessed of 
the correct information, aitempted 
to remove the impression that the. 
existence of  foreign-controlled, 
factories under the extraterritorial 
Jurisdiction was the sole obstacle in 
the way of establishing improved 
working conditions. Mr. Z. T, Ing 
seems to have been badly briefed, 
Whatever may be said for Mr. Chu 
Shu-fan's arguments, Mr. Ing's. 
assertion that Foreign - authorities! 
have evaded and overridden Chinese 
laws is a gross distortion of facts, 
Incidentally it may be noted that 
the Chinese Government has just 
received from Chinese Textile con-| 
cerns a strong protest against_the| 
proposed fnerease in the Con- 
solidated Cotton Yarn Tax on the! 
ground that already Chinese-owned, 
factories are suffering severely from 
the competition of foreign mills| 
‘supported by superior financial and) 
technical resources. 

‘The Conference now procceding| 
at Washington has been called with’ 
the object of discussing the pos 
sibility of establishing ‘a general 
forty-hour week, It is improbable 
that, even if the principle be ac- 
cepted, practical application of it 
will be approved, Great Britain and) 
Japan have already sounded a note| 
‘of opposition on the ground that 
it would actually result in a loss of 
wage-power to the workers. This 
does not necessarily imply that the| 
Conference will prove . abortive. 
Some measure in securing an| 
‘agreed standard of reduction may| 
well be expected. The cight- 
hour day approved by conven-| 
tion nearly ten years ago was! 
‘subject (0 the express provision for 
the temporary exemption of Japan, 
‘China, India and other Eastern 
countries. The present liveliness in 
the ranks of Japanese Labour—a 
Tokyo message has just reported 
for January and February a total 
Of 430 strikes against 213 for the 
corresponding period of 1936—is not 
likely to make the Japanese’ 
‘authorities. sympathetic with con- 
ditions which enable either Chinese| 
or Foreign mills in China to set 
up a privitezed competition with 
Japanese Mills in Japan. The 














the prohibition of the 12-hour day 
in Japan by establishing mills in 
China must raise this question in 
an acute form, If the hours of 
‘work are not reduced in China the 
mere fact that the technical 
superiority of | foreign-controlled 
mills here will thus impose an ad~ 
ditional disability on countries 
already feeling the effects of keen 
‘competition may result in renewed 
pressure on the Chinese Govern- 
ment to come within the scope of 
the eight-hour day convention. Nor 
should it be forgotten that the Jap- 
anese Health authorities are culling 
attention to the prevalence of long. 
hours in small seale factories outside 
the scope of the Japanese Factory 
Act, to the prejudice of national 
heaith. ‘They are not slow to' grasp 
the significance of the disclosure 
that in large scale textile mills in 
Japan the abolition of nish 

and reduction of hours per shift 
under the Factory Act—linked 
with technical improvements—have 
actually lifted output and economis 
emficieney. 

It is, of course, absurd to pretend 
that the existence of foreign-con- 
trolled factories in China, under the 
protection of extraterritoriality, has 
prevented the application -of' the 
Factory Laws to Chinese textile 
mills. The mere comparison of 
conditions in foreign and Chinese 
mills is enough to dissipate that 
notion, China’s textile industry ts 
‘more in line with modern condi- 
tions than most other Industries in 
this country. Japan, by careful 
preparation, introduced improved 
hours of working into her textile 
industry by stages and so overcame 
the danger of decreased output and 
dislocation of the organization, ‘The 
Government of China has already 
accepled the principle that the 
Factory Laws should be applied 
piecemeal, according to the con- 
ditions obtaining. Foreign  co- 
‘operation has been conditionally at 
command, but the progress from the 
moral gesture of the Statute book 
to administrative action even of 
preparatory kind has been slow, In 
view of the opinions now being ex- 
pressed in Washington the Chinese 
Government may be asked to con- 
sider the possibility of forestalling 
criticism by giving a definite period 
Of notice for the reduction of the 
hours of work in general conformity 
with the eight-hour day_ provision 
in its law. Everyone recognizes 
that the application of a 40-hour 
week to China is even more im- 
practicable than in other countries, 
but it is improbable that, apart from 
humanitarian considerations, the 
rest of the world gravely exereized 
over the flereeness of international 
competition will be satisfied to leave 
the present position unchallenged. 
It will be contended—not without 
Justification—that China can dy 
Something (0 give effect to her own 
statutory provisions. ‘The average 
working-time in Chinese factories 
now is estimated at 11.3 hours 
a day, but in the textile Industry 
the ruling condition points to 12 
hours. If some such step were 
taken the diMeulty of the extrater~ 
ritorialized factory—and, despite Mr. 
Chu Shu-fan's” manifest i 
curacies, there is a difficulty—might 
be surmounted, for foreign factory- 
owners here, ‘already pledged to 
co-operate in the application of the 
principles of the Factory. Laws, 
‘would become implicit participants 
in the international convention. to 
which China would thus give her 
eventual adherence, ‘The reform, 
would involve much drastic re- 
organization of the industry and 
special attention to the notorious 
abuses arising from contract labour 
and defective hygienic conditions, 
but that would be the natural out 
come of the measures required to 
make the reduced bours compatible 
with commercially profitable eftl- 
ciency.

schools, Briefly the Committee 
supports continuance of Counell 
‘schools on.a basis of well-defined 
financial expenditure, but proposes 
extension of the communal system.

ing the British community to make 
itself responsibile for the main- 
tenance of two schools hitherto 
entirely supported by the Council.

Yet it must be realized firstly 
that cortain important secticns of 
the foreign community have long, 
shown a preference for their own 
national systems and secondly that 
for historical and other reasons the| 
Council's foreign education is pre~ 
dominantly British in tone, although, 
happily, there is no reason to be- 
eve that it tends to any neglect of 
that international amity the cultiva~ 
tion of which is so important here. 
‘The Report wisely avoids dog- 
matism, In effect it states” the 
problem and recommends the 
Council to be guided by public’ 
opinion, as expressed through the 
proper ‘channel—the Ratepayers in 
annual mecting assembled. Tt does 
not perhaps make it sufficiently clear 
that the Couneil’s expenditure on 
its own foreign schools is de- 
clining—indeed already the num~ 
ber of such schools has been 
reduced from seven to flve—and 
that the main consideration in fac~ 
ing future educational commitments 
under the accepted policy is the 
inerease in expenditure on Chinese 
education, Mr. Justice Feotham put 
it thus:

support. Certain curtailments of 
expenditure have naturally affected | 
the Corps; some have been turned 
to good account by the Commandant 
in completing his reorganization 
scheme, others will perhaps involve 
adjustments which may slow down 
the progress of that scheme—only 
for a time it will be hoped. ‘The 
réle of the Corps and its usefulness 
have been the subject of discussion 
and speculation for some time. ‘The 
‘comments in the Press, whether’ 
perversely destructive or sincerely 
constructive, have no doubt re- 
flected deliberations in which, with 
more authoritative information at| 
their disposal, the Council and its 
oMicers “have engaged. Colonel 
F. R. W. Graham discloses that Mr.

‘on the Corps’ behalf. Mr. Arnhold’s| 
pronouncement, therefore, may be 
taken to mean ‘that the controversy 
has been ended—by the decision 
that the Corps is essential to the 
machinery of Shanghai's security. 
The tributes paid to the Russian 
Regiment acquire considerable 
significance in that regard. It. ts 
most satisfactory to learn that the 
Council ‘definitely repudiates any 
idea of disbanding it or merging 
it in some other entity.’ The most 
prosaically-minded Shanghallander| 
can hardly be impervious to the fine 
spirit which the military perfection 
of the Russian Regiment's ap- 
pearance on all ceremonial occasions 
and the efficient service which it 
renders in co-operation with the 
Police magnificently embody. To} 
throw away a civic assot of that 
Kind would be an act of gross| 
treachery {o the Settlement—and,, 
as Mr. Arnhold hinted, a definite 
pecuniary loss, 

Important as the Russian Re- 
giment has come to be, the eneral 
application of Mr. Arnhold's as- 
surance to the Corps as a whole is 
specially weleome. Uncertainties. 
inevitable at a time of stock-taking, 
have occasionally depressed volun- 
tering enthusiasm here. Probably. 
too, there has been a backwash of 
the same diMdence which, in other 
parts of the world, notably Great 
Britain, has diminished the appeal 
of citizen soldiering.

Settlement receives no little of its| 
inspiration from the admirable tone, 
and standards of its own defence’ 
forces — Police, Volunteers and. 
Specials. Mr. Arnhold again remind, 
fed his audience on Saturday that 
the Powers responsible for main-| 
taining small garrisons here are not} 
committed to continue that pro- 
vision for the Settlement’s defence | 
for an indefinite period. Not long| 
ago there was talk of withdrawing! 
the British Forces which, after all, 
have been here for only a bare| 
decade. They have been reduce} 
to a skeleton Brigade with but a 
single battalion. Although recent| 
‘oficial announcements suggest that 
further reductions are not contem-_ 
plated, Shanghai cannot afford to| 
bank on the irrevoeability of that de~ 
cision. Moreover the mere presence 
of these much-appreciated and effi- 
lent professional garrisons docs 
not relieve Shanghai's citizens of 
the obligations assumed by most of 
their parent communities in their 
respective countries. 


In the past three years the 
‘Volunteers have undergone radical 
reorganization. Colonel Graham's 
tenure of command, which ap- 
parently is coming to a conclusion | 
during the present year, will be 
gratefully remembered ‘for the 
sweeping measures taken to fit the 
Corps for the practical purposes of 
defence. It will be recognized that 
this reform, although bearing all 
the marks ‘of the Commandant's| 
‘own special experience and military 
genius, owes a good deal to the 
recommendations made by his pre~ 
decessor who had to contend with 
the perplexing diMeulties arising’ 
‘out of the sudden and large-scale 
mobilization of January 1932. 
Colonel N.W.B.B. Thoms met the 
situation splendidly and, no doubt, 
Colonel Graham has found much 
‘guidance in the records of that time.

Bourne has given a graphic idea of | 
the Important bearing which this} 
complete understanding between 
the Police and the Volunteers has| 
had on the security of the Sottle- 
ment and on its readiness to deal 
with incipient outbreaks of disorder. 
‘The Corps therefore can be com- 
mended to the young Shanghai 
Jander as worthy of his enrolment, 
It enables him to fect that he ix 
playing his part in contributing to, 
the general welfare of the com- 
munity in which his lot is thrown. 
Its traditions may well inspire him. 
He is now fully assured of its! 
usefulness and continuity of service. 
He will not fail to respond, especial 
ly If, with this now spirit of revived 
confidence in the Corps itself, the| 
authorities give Shanghal more op-| 
portunities of seeing the Corps on 
duty. Conditions may preclude some | 
of the spectacular field-days of the 
“good old days.” ‘They have been 
‘shown to permit most effective de- 
monstrations of the Corps’ capacity 
for comradeship with the Police in 
“emergency” practice. This should 
‘encourage belief in the Volunteers’ 
capacity for real work.  Nothing| 
will Improve recruitment better 
than by showing that membership 
of the Corps gives full scope for| 
gaining practical experience and 
exhausting the superfluous energy 
of the young citizen, 

















INDIA’S FRONTIER 
Aprit 13. 

Provincial political discussions 
‘and the reerudescence of severe 
fighting on the North-West Frontier 
of India have no direct connection. 
It may not be inappropriate to point 
‘out, “however, that while Mr. 
Jawahar Lal: Nehru famboyantly 
washes his hands of the Govern- 
‘ment of India, British and Indian 
soldiers are laying down their lives 
in defence of the Frontier and so 
enabling Mr. M. K. Gandhi, Mr. 
Jawahar Lal Nehru and ‘thelr 
friends to indulge in hair-splitting| 
insineerities in perfect personal 
security. Unrest among the tribes 
in the unadministered territory on 
the Indian Frontier has been stirred 
up by fanatical mullahs in ac- 
‘cordance with tradition. ‘The Faquir 
of Ipi, whose activities were largely’ 
responsible for the serious dis- 
turbances in the Khalsora Valley’ 
last winter, was made a charge on| 
the Tori Khel Wazirs who, accord 
ing to the terms of the truce agreed 








to at the end of December, were, 
elther to evict him from their ter 


ritory or to give security for his 
good behaviour. ‘The elders of the 
fHbaldirga were apparently not 
able to fulfil these obligations. ‘The’ 
faquir subsided for a time owing) 
{o illness but, on recovery, he seems 
fo have retumed to fis ina 
matory speechmaking "with the 
resulf that {ribal unrest revived and| 
spread. Early in the year two 
young British officers were killed in| 
ambush for which the Madda Khel 
were judged responsible. In Feb- 
Tusry a khassadar gathering was 
attacked near Data Khel anda) 
Hindu was killed, On Mareh 30 
two British and two Indian offcers| 
‘were killed and others wounded in 
an attack on. the Razmak-Bannt 
road near Damail, close to. the| 
Khalsora Valley. Now a convoy 
proceeding from Manzai to Wana 
and carrying a number of officers) 
to their station there—including the 
Indian Commandant of the Indian 
Military” Hospital—has been a 
tacked by a strong force of Mahsuets. 
Tt will thus be seen that the trouble 
has spread from the Bannu side of 
Razmak to the Sarwekal area of 
sinister memories. The determina- 
tion of the attackers can be gauged 
from the fact that they brought 
down an escorting aeroplane by rifle 
fire and the fighting continued wnt 
nightfall. 

On these bald statements it may 
be asked wherein lies the cause for 
anxiety, even though it be recogniz~ 
ed that the casually list is regrett- 
ably heavy. The answer is simpl 
Frontier wardenship always in- 
volves the equivalent. of active 
service conditions and consequently 
minor local engagements on oc~ 
gation, but until last. year Werle 
Fistan’‘had responded to the road 
making policy accompanied as it 
was by ‘the provision of mobile 
protecting forces with thelr head- 
‘quarters at Razmake, The re-oecupa 
tion of Wana some few years. ago| 
testifed to the success of that poley. 
Recent. activities of the tribesmen 
have shown that once again. the 
ominous jehad (religious war) is 
being preached by fanatical mul- 
Iohs. That always creates a special 
feeling of anxiety, for both Mahsuds| 
and ‘Wazirs, like the rest of the 
Pathan tribes to which they belong, 
are extremely susceptible to that 
form. of. mischlefomaking, The 
various tribes. and sub-sections of 
{tribes have thelr different feuds 
and, normally, conduct. themselves 
discreetly toward the Sirkar (gov= 
ernment) who, 20 Tong as they do 
not break the rough and ready un- 
derstanding established » between’ 
their elders and the Political Of- 
ficers ‘of the Government, leaves 
them atone. Once a religious wi 
has been preached there is always 
the danger that inter-tribal” feuds 
wil be forgotten and there will be 
2 general cohesion which may bring 
formidable lashkars tribal armies) 
into being. “Tn the tribal territory: 
which stretches from the Balu 
chistan Border tothe Pamirs it is 
fstimated that there are. bout 
500,000 fighting men, 200,000 of 
whom are armed with ‘modem 
rifles. The problem of dealing with 
them’ is dificult. “Tf the Govern- 
ment decided to extend the admini- 
strative border right up to the 
‘Durand Line, disarming the tribes- 
rmen and thus eliminating “no man's 
Jand”, it has been computed that 
operations involving the employ- 
tment of thirteen divisions would be 
required. The scale of fighting and 
the cost in lives. and money wil 
bbe. understood. So. the middle 
course of road-poticing involving as 
{door occasional local punitive 
action is adopted. It has the ad- 
ditional merit of allowing the tribes 
to live thelr own’ lives, albeit 
gradual application of beneficent 
measures {0 give thom better 
ceonomic security has been simul- 
{ancously enforced with satisfactory 
results. ‘The Mahsud—the | most 
warlike of presont-day Pathans—is 
2 thrifty hiliman, brave and, morale 
ly if not hyzionically, clean. Ho is 
able to fanatical outbursts and, 
judging from the fact that the latest 
attack comes from the heart of his 
‘own country, whereas north-east of 
Razmak is mainly Wazir country, 
itis quite possible that one of those 
moods has come upon him. 

‘Notice will have to be taken of 
thlg serious outbreale and the forces 
in Waziristan already strengthened 
as the result of last year's ex- 
perlences will have a heavy’ task. 
‘The country is appallinaly dimeutt 
Hs gaunt hills—averaging 6,000 ft. 
in hoight—are separated. by deep 
ravines in which run fast-flowing 
streams, mere streaks in the slate- 
coloured stony bed at one season 
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the year the winter snow is for- 
gotten. ‘The thermometer has prob- 
ably mounted to well over 112° in 
the shade and will soon be passing 
the 120° mark. From the massive 
rocks the heat thrown out seems to 
exéeed even those figures. ‘The 
sparse vegetation in the bottom af 
the tangis (canyons) merely accer 
tuates the grimness of the main 
picture, except In places where 
verdant plateaus give a little pre~ 
tence at coolness and comfort. In 
such country the tribesman know=

North-West Frontier Province at 
Peshawar, there is no fear that the 
situation will lack proper handling.

The necessary amendment at 
tosmorrow's Ratepayers’ Meeting 
will be moved by two of the ineom* 
mg Council, thus assuring the brine 
ciple of continuity. The Chinese 
Councillors, all of whom are to be 
warmly congratulated on ‘thelr’ re 
election—thelr experience will ‘be 
specially valuable in a Council with 
a large proportion of neweomers— 
have “signified thelr’ readiness to 
‘support the application of the 16 
Ber cent. rate as from Jan. 1 next, 

‘oviding that Municipal revenue on 
that date has not in the meantime 
Increased sufficiently to. make this 
unnecessary.”

By’ further drawing. on 
Feserve and. the search for” more 
‘means of retrenchment the Council 
may meet that difficulty. “It is. im= 
portant, however, to point out. that 
such a device, in'view of the already 
severe retrenchments and heavy

implies also an automatie operation of 
the 16 per cent. rate on Jan, 1 with- 
‘out further controversy.

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SMUGGLING ACTIVITIES IN FOOCHOW 


Contraband Imports Reduced by 85 Per Cent. from 
Last Year’s Record: Efficient Preventive Measures

Smuggling into Foochow ana the| 
Immediately surrounding distelet has 
een reduced to about 15 per cent. 
of what it was’ a yor ago wken 
Mego trade was at Its height.” This 
conelusion came from authoritative 
quarters -and was based. ona sludy 
Doth of ofiial and private Axures 
regarding imports. 

‘While there is no doubt that smus- 
ling continues to be a problem, con- 
ditions are very much improved. 
Local representatives of foreign firms 
selling Kerosene are in a strategie 
position to judge, for "Kerosene. is 
Hecond only. {0 sugar in importance 
‘on the list of smugacled articles, These 
Dusinessmen ‘seemed satisfted that 
competing oll companies are paying 
the regular duty. ‘Three small’ Japa~ 
hese companies are reported to be 
selling petrotoum and its by-produets 

‘this section and all appear to be| 
bringing in thelr supplies through 
the regular channels and are at Ieast| 
selling thelr product at a price com-

Kerosene Smuggled into Formosa 
Kerosene which formerly _ was 
smuggled into” Pukien has been 
diverted, according to reports, and is 
boeing taken into Formosa. Oil com= 
Ing into Keelung, the principal port 
Formosa, Is marked for trans- 
shipment to China and thus: avoids 
the Import tax. It is then loaded 
Into Tarye junks’ allegedly bound for 
the China coast. But due to the ine 
creased vigilance of the Customs it 
frag become safer to sail round the 
north of Formosa and land it there. 
By this method they get Kerosene 
‘into Taiwan without paying duty. 
Main Articles Smuggled 

Even with smuggling at only 15 
per cont, of ite former high, It still 
constitutes a problem, ‘The main 
Articles being brought in are sugo 
the traditions} leader since it carries 
‘duly. eoming to approximately 200 
per cent, kerosene, matches, artificial 
‘ilk pleee yoods, Mish products and on 
‘2. miich smaller’ scale such things as 
ingeng, 

Tn addition to ordinary smuggling 
the Customs revonue suffers, just 05 
itdoes In Amoy and toa lesser 
extent in Swalow, as a result of 
merchandise brought, in by runners 
fag. thelr personal baggage. ‘These 
runners, Insofar. as Foochow and 
Amoy are concerned, are Formosan 
‘and they travel to and from Formosa 
‘ag ordinary deck passengers, carry- 
Ing. considerable quantities of mer- 
chandlise. 

"The runners are unruly, and the 
Customs up to the present’ have had 
no option’ but to allow the goods 
eavried {0 come in without manifest, 
‘and also to pass them as passengers! 
Tuguaye without being declared at 
the Custom House and thoroughly 
examined in the ordinary way; a 
eerlain amount of duty is paid but 
thas been found impossible to assess 
normal valuations for duty-paying 
proses and oods enter the port on 
A cheaper basis than bona fide trade. 

‘The runner problem appears to be 
political in nature and some kind of 
formal agreement exists between 
the Customs and the Japanese Con 
sul, whieh, however, is different to 
that ‘existing at Amoy. 

‘This agreement in Foochow limits 
the number of runners to eighteen to 
a. ship. ‘There isa certain small 
Humber of articles which the runners 
‘re permitted to bring into Foochow, 
the prineipal one being artificial sil. 
ppleee goods. No limit is placed upon 
The amount of artifieial sille piece 
ods which the runners can bring 
In by ‘the agreement. Due to the 
fffective control of the inland trans- 
portation through the Conveyance 
Certificates, the amount of goods 
Drought in’ is limited by the market 
Im Poochow. It" is true that the’ 
‘market is rather large, since Foochow 
hug a population of about 245,000, 
But nevertheless the agreement has 
been an effective step toward control 
of the runner trade, 

‘Aitempls have been made by the 
runners to enlarge the lst of goods 
‘which they ean bring in. ‘The trouble 
last October when a gang of reputed 
Formosans assaulted a customs officer 
was an_attempt {0 Include woollen 
ieee goods on the list. In the par- 
Tieular boat that was selzed, there 
were very few goods and apparently 
there was no allempt being made to 
bring them in. «Tt was clearly an 
attempt of intimidation and was push- 
ed asa fest case. After considerable

negotiation, the attitude of the Cus- 
toms oficlais remained the same, and 
woollen piece goods were not includ- 
ed on the list of articles which the 
runners could bring In, 


‘Smuggling by Junks 
One particular method of the smug- 
glers in getting "by. the  Customs| 
‘patrol has een to adopt a line for-| 
mation. ‘approach the shore 
about as far apart as visibility per~ 
mits, ‘The first boat, containing only 
8 few goods to be sinugeled 
Slowly looking for the Customs patrol. 
‘When It sights the patrol it makes| 
off followed by the Customs launch. 
‘Ag soon as this opening is made the 
‘other smuggling ships spread out and 
make for. various places along. the| 
shore, ‘This general attack has been 
relatively successful and presents a. 
particularly diqieult task for the] 
Customs. 

‘Obviously there can not be enough 
Customs ships in each area to deal 
with a line’ of small craft but the 
authorities have worked out a system 
Which has proved fairly successful 
in dealing with this line attack. Be- 
‘cause of the greater speed of the 
Customs boats they can overtake 
several of the junks, and when 
several of the junks and their cargoes | 
fre selzed the profit of the smuggler 
is gone. 

Ithas been the general premise ef 
the smugglers that if they can get 
halt of thelr goods into China and| 
dispose of them, they will make a 
proft, and no doubt they have been 
making an even larger proportion of 
Successful runs.” At the present time, 
however, it" is reported that. the 
amugglefs are not averaging os high 
As 80 per cent, successful ventures, 
fand consequently” they have been 
losing. ‘money. In an. undertaking 
ike smuggling, where it takes large 
profits to Induce men to take the! 
Fisk, a8 soon as the profits begin to 
fall’ of the men thus. engaged begin 
{o look for other methods of making. 
‘money. 

‘The reduction of the smugating| 
traMe to 18 per cent. of its former 
high is not any mere chance, Tt has| 
come largely as a result of a pur-| 
poseful policy” of the Prevention 
Service of the Customs. Although 
some years ago the protective tarift| 
ppoliey of the kovernment first created 

1esmuggling problem, extensive 
studies, careful ‘planning and in 
creased stall are really bringing re-| 
Sults. Othor factors In. successful 
Gealing with smugglers have been | 
the National Government law requir-| 
Ing Conveyance Certificates in order 
to move goods inland, the short-lived 
but highly effective’ work of the 
Fuklen Smuggling Prevention Bureau 
‘and nationalization of silver. 


























Customs Preventive Service 

‘The Customs Preventive Service| 
hhas increased its staff and the number 
‘of patrol boats, | in addition to a) 
much more effective and highly co- 
ordinated service, An important part 
Im the general plan has been the: 
‘adoption at the ‘policy of destroying 
all junks selzed " while engaged in 
‘mugaling activities and the reten- 
tion by the Customs of the smugxlers| 
“putt” boats. After reconditioning by | 
the Customs these power boats have 
proved very useful In waging war 
Against their former owners. 

‘Smugglers have been forced to| 
change tacties and adopt the use of| 
‘small junks, both because the larger| 
Junks elther have been seized of else| 
thelr owners are afraid to risk them. 
‘These smaller junks have the ad- 
vontage of more easily avoiding de- 
{eetion, but carry the added danger 
‘of sinking in the frequent storms in 
this area,” ‘The small power launches: 
or “puff boats have practically dis-

‘Good evidence of the diminution of| 
the smuggling trade Is that the men| 
in the Customs patrol boats are| 
grumbling that they are no longer’ 
fable to make the bonuses which.

‘The second main factor in suppres~ 
sing smuggling has been the law! 
passed by the National Government 
‘on May 1, 1936 requiring Conveyance 
Certifledtés for certain goods being’ 
transported Inland. ‘This law, passed 
inainly to bottle up the flood of goods 
eoxing in through North China, has: 
een equally effective in Pukien, 

“A. specified list of goods has been 
pespated which includes all goods 
Eeing smuggled into China—these 
aitieles “may not be moved inland 
‘without Conveyance Certificates is- 
sued by the Chinese Maritime Cus- 
toms certifying that the import duty 

s been fully paid This law is 





being strictly enforced in Fukien 


oth by national troops and local] 
police. All along the principal roads, 
as well as in towns far off of the 
‘beaten. path there are examination| 
stations." Not merely one but fre- 
quent stations are passed in a day's 
travel and if one or two are success- 
fully cireumvented, there is always 
the probability of amother. 

‘And at any one of these stations| 
if a Chinese is apprehended carrying 
goods without the proper certificates, 
fhe is liable to the death penalty. This 
applies not only to large shipments, 
but there is also a less rigid, but 
seemingly thorough, inspection of 
travellers baggage and even hand- 


luggage. 

‘The result has been that smuggled 
‘goods are now confined closely to the 
port of landing. Although, the mar~ 
et may be flooded in Foochow, the 
smuggler finds it most difficult, 
‘almost impossible at present, to sell 
his goods in. the Interi 

‘Coming into existence on April 15, 
1996, the Fukien Provincial Smuggling. 
Prevention Bureau acting Independ~ 
ently of the Customs did excellent 
work In the five months of its ac- 
tivity. Headed by a zealous and eff 
clent group of young men, this 
Bureau established ‘stations up and 
down the coast, made frequent 
selzures and ‘also’ conducted a large 
hhumber of raids on shops alleged 
to be selling smuggled goods. Adopl- 
Ing rather high-handed methods, the 
Provincial Bureau officials. were’ able| 
to do many things which the | Mari- 
time ‘Customs, forced to act strictly 
within the law, could not do. 

‘The Provinelal oMeers would enter’ 
a shop accused of having smuggled 
foods and force the shopkeeper to 
Produce his books ‘and account for 
SH his merchandise. Any. goods 
‘which thesproprietor could not salis- 
factorily prove were not smuggled, 
were immediately seized." Striking} 
here and there without warning, the| 
Bureau put real fear into the hearts: 





| of shopkeepers and closed up a large 


art of the market for smuggled| 
goods. In addition to the raids, a 
large number of seizures were made 
directly from the smugglers. 

‘Since these seizures were often 
violations of the — extraterritorial 
Fights of foreign residents, particu 
larly Formosan, as well as infringe- 
ments on the legal rights of the 
Chinese ‘themselves, the activities of 
the Bureau aroused a storm of pro- 
tests, specially from consular repre- 
sentatives of a certain country. 

‘Furthermore, the Provincial Smug-| 
ling Prevention Bureau was organiz- 
edWwith the distinct understanding! 
that all seizures were to be turned 
over to the Customs for disposal 
through regular channels. This ai 
rangement was followed until the 
appropriation to the Bureau was 
Jargely cut off, and then the officials 
of the Provincial organization frankly 
‘admitted that they would dispose of 
the selzures themsclves in order to} 
get sulfcient revenue to continue 
their operation, 

"This private disposal of contraband 
together with the numerous protests 
a to thelr high-handed methods, led 
{o the abolition af the  Provineial 
‘Smuggling Prevention Bureau in 
September. During the short period 
‘of its existence, however, it dealt a 
real blow to smuggling,” and those 
engaged in this illegal trade have 
never recovered. 

Nationalization of Silver 

‘The fourth factor in decreased 
smuggling has been the nationaliza~ 
lon of silver. When smugeting. was 
at its helght smugglers were making 
2 double profit; the frst part on the 
foods which they brought in and the 
‘Second on the silver that they took 
out. With” the nationalization | of 
‘currency there has been great difh- 
culty In obtaining silver for export 
fand thus a loss of a large part of the 
profits has resulted. 

‘Within the last month or so, there] 
thas been reported a recurrence of 
the export of silver. This Is said to 
‘be in increasingly “large quantities 
although no estimate of its amount 
fof the reason for the leak seemed 
available. 

“Thus from the combined results of| 
‘the more effective organization of the 
‘Customs service, requirement of Con- 
veyance Certificates, activity af the 
Provincial Bureau, nationalization of 
silver, and arrangements in regard to] 
the runner (raMie, smuggling into the| 
Foochow section’ of Fukien appears: 
to have been reduced by 85 per cent. 
of what it was a year ago. Although 
it no. longer constitutes “a_primary| 
question, there is no reason for de- 
‘creasing official vigilance. At present 
{seems that further control of the| 
{raffle is mainly a political question 
‘and smuggling will not be much 
further reduced or eliminated until 
‘there is an adjustment in the political 
relationship between China and

ne about 75 miles” southeast of 
Tenghsien, near the Grand Cans

remain on three sides: the rest having 
been levelled for. farming. Tis ane 
cient name was Belyang. ‘The only 
{ining that remains intact is a temple 
—the four sides of it are built of 
large hewn stone, but there is no 
rool. This city was utterly destroy 
ed by the father of Confucius, who 
was a magistrate, and it has ‘never 
been rebuilt.

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MEDICAL PIONEERS DIE AT HOME 


Dr. James Russell Watson and Dr. Percy Lonsdale 
McAll: Memorial Service in Their Honour® 
Frost Our Ows Comesroxeexe 


‘Tsinan, Mar, 20. 

‘An Interesting and unique service 
was held in the Kumler Chapel of 
Cheeloo University, Tsinan, recently 
When a large congregation of Chinese 
and forelgners gathered to pralse God 
for the life and work of Dr, James 
Russell Watson and Dr.” ‘Perey 
Lonsdale Meal. Both had had in- 
Aimate ‘connections with Cheeloo 
University, both were pioneers of 
‘medical education in China and both 
Were men of strong Christian faith. 
Tt was Atting that a Joint memorial 
service should be held, as Dr. Walson 
assed away on March 18, just a few 
‘days after the arrival of a cable 
telling of Dr, MeAtl's death on March 


‘The service was conducted 
Dbisingually, “Hymns were chosen 
from Chinese and English hymn- 
books, so that the members of the 
congregation could sing in whichever 
language they preferred. "Passages of 
Scripture were read and. prayers 
were offered by friends of both 
doctors, either” members ‘of the 
university siof oF of the English 
Baptist Mission, Ik was unfortunate 
that, owing to distance, no representa- 
tive'of the London Missionary Society 
could be present to share” in this 
service. Two memorial addresses 
were given. Mr. T. C, Leo, Dr. 
McAU's co-worker for many Years, 
spoke of the latier’s translation work 
‘and noble Christian character, and 
the Rev. Henty Payne gave an oul- 
ine of Br. Waison's life and work in 
Shantung. 

‘The predominating note throughout 
the service was that of thanksgiving 
to God for sending men of such 
ability and con:zeration to heal the 
‘lek and. promote medical education 
in this Tond, 

Veteran in Shantung 

Dr. Watson, an appreciation of 
whose work has already appeared in 
these columns, was a member of the 
English Baptist Mission, Over Atty 
years ago he started medical work in 
‘Tsingchow,  Shantung. While stil 
Using an adapted Chinese house as a 
hospital, he began to train a. fow 
students, drawn. from the mission 
school, in the art of healing. Realiz~ 
Ing the need for well-educated Chris- 
tian leaders, he took a large share in 
uniting the’ mission colleges already 
existing in Shantung into one cor- 
porate body. 

‘From 1903 to 1911 he was Seere- 
tary-Treasurer of this union scheme, 
from which has developed the ‘pre: 
ent Cheeloo University. Dr. Watson 
‘was, also, one of the first professors 
in the Intant medical schoo! of that 
university, During his later years, 
after his retirement from active work, 
he relained his interest in the In- 
stitution which he had done so much 
to establish, 

From Kent (0 Hankow 

‘Dr. McAl! was a pioneer along an- 
other line. He was born tn 1800, in 
Kent, England. "After taking’ an 
‘Axte degree at Cambridge, he studied 
medicine In Edinburgh, qualifying in 
1808, He was then appointed by the 
London Missionary Society to its 
Nospital_in Hankow. 

‘Like Dr. Watson, he was impelled 
by a sense of the need for Chinese 
doctors trained in Western medical 
‘methods, so Dr. MeAll, with his 
senior colleague, Dr. ‘Thomas Gilison, 
‘opened a small medical school in 
1002," Seven years later the Wesleyan 
‘Methodist Mission and the American 
Baptist Mission entered into co-opera- 
tion with the London Mission in run- 
ring’ this school, which was” now 
called the Union’ Medieal School of 
Hankow. 

Finding that his students were 
handicapped by the lack of text-books 
Jn Chinese, Dr. MeAll began to trans 
Jate a booie on pathology, This was 
the boginning of the worie by which 
ig name will be remembered in 
China. In 1918 the Hankow Medical 
School was transferred “to Tsinan, 
whore it united with the Medical 
Schoo! of Cheeloo University. At 
this time Dr. MeAl! was on furlough, 
Dut on his return in 1920 he joined 
‘the Cheeloo stall, It was 2 real self 
denial on his part to give up teach= 
ng and. clinical work inorder to 
devote the greater part of his time to 
translation, but he was not the man 
40 put personal preferences frst, 

From 1926 until 1934 he held the 
position of editorlal-seeretary to the 
Counell on Publication of the China 
‘Medical Association, the body which 
sponsors the publishing of original 
‘and translated medical iiterature, 

‘Ferminologleat Exactituie 

‘Among the tasks of a translator is 
that of choosing, and often of ereat- 
Ing, suitable toims. ‘The Chinese 
language “lacked” many — scientific 
words, and {or many years Dr. MeAl 
served as a member of the term- 
Inology committee which strove (0 
remedy thiz lack.* Translation work 
‘calls for patience, perseverance and 















































possessed to the full. His practical 
knowledge and wide reading. enabled 
Dr. MeAll to give valuable advice in 
ine selection ‘of material for trans- 
lation. “as well as suggestions for 
original work in Chinese. 

In order to “make the resilts of 
recent scientific research available to 
the Chinese medical profession, 2 
quarterly. entitled the. “Cheeloo 
Medical Review,” was started by Dr. 
‘McAll, “He edited this magazine unt 
1982, when it was amalgamated with 
the "National Medical Journal”. Even 
afier his retirement, he continued 10 
keep in touch with’ medieol literary 
work, collecting suitable material and 
contributing articles to the journal. 

Tt was not until last December that 
Dr, MeAll's health gave any cause for 
serious anxiety. About that time he

RETURNING THE LAND 
OF THE TILLERS 


Important Resolution Passed 
by Tsingtao Conference 


‘Tsingtao, Apr. 6. 

‘An important resolution on land 
distribution was adopted by the Land 
‘Administration Society of Ching at 
the final session of its 4th annual 
mecting, yesterday, as follow: 

"In order to realize the principle 
that’ the tiller should. own ‘the tand 
hhe tills, the following measures 
should be adopted: 

TThe Government should issive 
Land Bonds for the expropriation of 
the land of absentee owners and for 
the gradual expropriation of farms 
ot lilled by the owner. The land 
thus expropriated is to be utilized for 
the establishment of farms to be 
owned by the tiers 

2—Farms owned ‘by the tillers, 
should be established in the light of 
Toeal conditions and the nature of 
the land; and the size appropriately 
Axed: ‘They must not be split up or 
transferred to non-lillers. ‘The maxi 
mum limit of the Ulers' obligations 
should be made clear. 

3—The reclamation of waste tands 
improvement and re-allotment of 
land already under cultivation, pro- 
motion of the revised Land Value

MILL-OWNERS DENY 
CHARGES 


Speech of Chinese at Textile’ 
Conference Resented 


Incensed by the charges brought 
against foreign mill operators in 
China by Mr. Chu Shu-fan, Chinese 
Gelegate to the Textile Conference in 
Washington, on April 8 the Japan- 
ese Cotton’ Mill-owners’ Association 
in China on April 10 issued a state- 
int branding Mr. Chu's words as 
isleading and at variance with 
the facts 

‘Mr. Chu asserted that foreign mill- 
‘owners, particularly the Japanese, 
Gepress working conditions ‘through 
‘out the country. ‘Their mills, he 
‘sald, are not subject to Chinese oF 
foreign laws and pay their workers 
fan average wage of 18 cents for an 
eloven-hour day. 

‘Mr, Chu’s use of the term “extra 
territorial area,” the association's 
statement declared, “might mislead 
the American public, who may not 
known that he is referring to the 
International Settlement. 

“The application of the Chinese 
Factory Law in the Settlement," the 
statement continued, “is not possible 
Decause of the peculiar character of 
the Settlement’s administration, 

“On the other hand, it was “the 
Chinese authorities themselves which 
a few years ago balked the efforts 
fo enforce in the Settlement labour 
regulations drafted by the Munlcipal 
administration," the statement 
charged. 














speaking of the 18-cent wage, 
Mr. Chu," the statement continued, 
“failed to say that it’ was in the 
American, “not Chinese currency. 
‘This might again invite misunder- 
standing abroad. 

‘furthermore, Chinese cotton 
mills’ outside "of the Settlement 
boundaries, where the Chinese Fec- 
tory Law is said to be in operation, 
are much harsher in thelr treatment 
of workers than the foreign mills in 
the ‘Settlement, where there are no 
labour regulations.”

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PROTEST AGAINST MASS. LEPER SLAYINGS 
Canton Asked to Punish Troops Responsible: Victims. - 


Lured to Doom, Buried in Trenches 


Further details of the massacre of 
between fifty and sixty Chinese 
Christian leper “men “and women, 
were revealed In a report made on 
April 5 by Dr. J. L. Maxwell, 
‘secretary of the Council on 
‘Medical Missions, before members of 
the Chinese Medical Association con- 
ference which is niow In session, 

‘The full, story may never be 
Jmown, but’ sufficient detail of un- 
questionable “accuracy had been 
reeelved by Dr. Maxwell for him to 
paint ‘a vivid pleture of the course 
of events which led up to and in- 
eluded the massacre of the lepers 


who were murdered by soldiers in | % 


the leper settlement of the Young- 
kong Mission Hospital in southern 
‘Kwanglung. ‘The settlement was 
‘established about twenty years ago 
by the American Presbyterian Mls 
sion, and is situated outside the elty; 
the ‘mission ‘hospital itself Is inside 
the clty and was not damaged in any 





‘Threat To Lepers 

About three weeks ago, an officer 
in command of the troops in the 
neighbourhood of Young Kong, or 
‘Yang Klang as it is also known, 
adopted a very hostile attitude to: 
wards the lepers and publicly 
threatened to shoot any that wore 
seen about the place, "He informed 
the Jocal authorities to this effect, 
whereupon a meeting was immediate- 
ly ‘called to which the civil and 
military authorities were invited to 
attend in an attempt to see 
What could be done, ‘Tho civil 
authorities attended, but owing 
‘to the absence of the military officials 
nothing could be done. 

Four days before the massacre, a 
notification was issued by the military 
authorities to the effect that all lepers 
Jn the colony would receive ten cents 
a day, and, in the light of future 
events, it seems evident that this 
was done to try and get as many 
fas possible into the settlement  be- 
fore the otder to “Kill” was given. 
Each inmate of the settlement had 
to sign his or her name when recelv= 
Ing the money. 


‘The Massacre 

‘This continued on ‘Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, but on Easter Sunday, 
after the lepers had assembled to 
recelve their money, a large band 
of soldiers rushed in from every. 
side, ‘The lepers were bound in- 
dividually, dragged out of the settle- 
ment and shot. ‘Two trenches were 
dug, and the bodies of the men were 
thrown into one and the women into 
another. Lime was poured over 
them and the trenches were then 
filled up again, Tt is estimated 
that between fifty and sixty ware 
murdered, between fifteen and twenty 
of them being women, 

‘The soldiers then returned to the 
ssottlemont, and proceeded to break 
open overything and steal what 
money could be found. ‘Most of the 
seltiement, with the exception of the 
chapel, was burnt before the soldiers 
lest. 

‘Dr. Maxwell stressed the point that 
the ‘soldiers were the sole partios 
responsible for the outrage; the evil 
authorities took no part in it, and 
had always shown a helpful atiitude 
towards the leper settlement. In 
addition, the massaere was in direct 
defiance of an order issued by the 
civil authorities of Conton who, a5 a 
result df representations made to 
them over a year ago, issued in- 
structions, which were posted in every 
town including Yeung Kong, that the 
molestation of lepers was to stop. 








Regular ‘Treatment 

During the twenty years that tte 
ssottlement has looked after the needs 
of the lepers in the district to. the 
Dest, of is ability, the inmates have 
received regular medical treatment; 
many of them Improved under pro-

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DRASTIC ACTION AGAINST DRUG ADDICTS 
Detailed Explanation of Chinese Govt.'s Measures for 
Opium Suppression 


DETAILED explanation of the drastic action against drug 
addiets and other anti-opium measures adopted by the Gov- 


ernment, was given by Mr. Kan 


tional Opium-Suppression Commission, to members of the Fourth 
Biennial Conference of the Chinese Medical Association. 


‘After expressing his pleasure to be| 
able to speak before such a distin- 
guished gathering, Mr. Kan said he 
Would endeavour fo narrow the ques- 
tion down to one point: the treat- 
ment of addicts. His address follows: 

“The opium evil in China has 9 
nistory of over 100 years, but it is 
unnecessary to dwell here upon the 
many phases through which it has 
passed. Suffice it to say that the’ 
Government has made, from the very 
beginning, many efforts to suppress 
the evil. In 1935, General Chiang| 
Kal-shek’ was appointed to act con- 
currently a8 Director-General of 
‘Oplum Suppression. Under his tead- 
ership suppression has made remark. 
fable progress, and the Government| 
how controls and regulates the pro: 
‘duction, transportation, sale, and con- 
sumption of opium and allied drugs. 


Government's Polley 

“Observers of to-day often ask why| 
the Government is taking vigorous 
action against opium addicts, “while 
the drug is openly sold in the prov. 
Inces under Government supervision ? 
This. question perhaps needs a litte 
explanation. Formerly the Govern- 
‘ment followed the policy of “absolute 
Suppression”, that fs to say, the eul- 
tivation, transportation, sale, and use 
‘of opium were unconditionally pro- 
hibited, and offenders were summari- 
ly arrested and punished in accord- 
ance with the opium laws and rey 
lations. 

"The work of suppression was car- 
ried on in this way year after year 
Dut without making much progress. 
‘The reason for fallure was that the 
habit. of oplum-smoking. is a crav- 
ing one that once contracted, it is ex- 
tremely dificult, if not impossible, 9 
fet rid of. At’ the same time, ‘the 
punishment imposed on optum-smok- 
fers was not severe enough to act as 
fa deterrent. 7 

“The Government has now adopted 
a different, policy, one of “gradual 
suppression”, which has been support- 
ed by the League of Nations. ‘The 
Government plans to wipe out the 
evil In a period of six years, begin« 
ing from "1035 and ending in 1940, 
‘with complete suppression of the use 
of acotle drugs in two years, and 
‘of opium in six, During this period 
1 special arrangement is made where- 
by the aged and sick who, having] 
Jong acquired the habit and’ are un- 
able to wndergo a complete cure 
within a short time, are permitted to 
smoke for the time’ being by obtain- 
ing temporary smoker's permits, but 
oplum-smoking so permitted must be 
gradually ‘reduced and absolutely 
stopped within six years 

“Masmuch as Is pers 
mitted in such cases, the neces 
ary supply of oplum must be pro- 
vided, and hongs and retailers operat- 
ing under special Heences issued by 
the pprovinelal and local. authorities 
fare permitted to sell the necessary 
opium, ‘The number of these hongs 
‘and retailers will be gradually re 
duced in accordance with the periods 
scheduled for opiuni suppression. 


‘The Death Penalty 
“Another quostion that is often 
raised, is, why should addicts ‘be 
subjected’ to so drastic a penalty as 
death? ‘This order has aroused a 
great deal of criticism from the 
humanitarian point of view, especi- 
silly’ in foreign countries, but this Is 
because the public does not realize 
the seriousness of the. situation and 
does not understand the true sense 
fof the law. The period for the pro- 
hibition of nareotle drugs expired at| 
the end ‘of 1050, Before then, only 
persons found to be engaged in the 
Manufacture, transportation, of sale 
of narcotic ‘drugs were liable to be 
executed, but from this year, 1097, 
even consumers must be déalt with 
in the same way. Narcotic addicts 
ave had two years, since the pro- 
mulgation of the law, fo rid. them- 




















selves of the habit, and itis only 
after’ expiration of “this two-year 
term that narcotic addicts become 


Mable to the extreme penalty. As to 
opium addicts, i is only those who 
have ‘been cured twice and found 
offending a third time who are liable 
to the death penalty. 
‘One can say that the Government 
hag entered upon a determined course 
of suppression with a view to stamp- 
Ing out the evil in its entirety, as 
is well evidenced by the strict laws 
and ‘severe punishment, such as the 
death penalty. The truth Is that] 
‘addicts have been given many oppor- 
tunlties to correct their ways, and 
from experience it has been learned 
that only the most severe penalties 
in such cases can possibly exterminate 
an evil which is so deep-rooted in 
this country. 

“While the Government has resort-

with regard to opium and narcotic 
cases, it has not overlooked the im- 
orlznes of supplementing the policy 
of prohibition with that of curing. 
‘addiction to opium and natcoties. As 
a matter of fact, the Government has 
given the utmost attention to provid- 
ng addiets with means and facilities 
for curing themselves f the habit. 
In 1934, 507 anti-opium hospitals were 
in existence, including those assisting 
in the anti-oplum work. By the end 
‘of last year, 1996, there were 970 
anti-opium hospitals and stations, and 
323 other hospitals. offering anti= 
‘opium treatment. 

"In order to ascertain the extent of 
‘opium addiction, the Government 
inaugurated a system of registration 
of all addicts. At the end of last 
year, the total number of registered 
‘smokers. reported by the various prov- 
inces and municipalities was 3,780,- 
iocee

Fred Snite to Sail from China in Pres. Coolidge in

‘The courageous fight being waged 
by young Mr. Fred Snite with all the 
help possible trom hls wealthy Amer~ 
Jean family. and’ the ‘atest. medical 
selence against infantile paralysis, 
‘may soon be continued In the United 
States. Preparations are now under 
way for him to be taken to the Bile 
ings Hospital in Chicago this sum- 
mer. If present arrangements are 
‘carried out, the "North-China Herald” 
learns, despite reports to the con- 
trary,” that he will be brought 
from’ the Peiping Union Medical Col- 
lege hospital to Shanghal by train 
just in time to eatch the President 
Coolidge on June 

For over a year, Mr Fred Snite has 
been lying on his back within 
mechanical respirator of “iron lung. 
‘upon which he is entirely dependent 
for life. He was one of the pas- 
‘sengers on board the Empress of 
Britain last year and while travelling 
from ‘Shanghal to Peiping was sud- 
denly ‘aflicted with the disease. By 
a coincidence, the only mechanical 
Fespirator in the Orient at that time 
was in Peiping and he was placed 
‘within it just in time to save his life. 

Completely paralyzed below the 
neck, the 26-year-old American was 
tunable to speak one word during the 
first 100 days and throughout that 
period it wos Belleved that it was 
hardly possible for him to live. On 
July 26, at the end of 100 days, he 
Was able to say one word—"God.” 
‘The effort required for him to pro- 
ounce even that one syllable ‘was 
So great that it left him’ exhausted. 

‘His. prospective trip from Pelping 
to Chieago depends mainly upon {wo 
‘contingencies: the condition. of the 
Patient, and the effectiveness of the 
Portable petrol motor generators of 
clecricity "whieh are being secured, 
‘The doctors believe that he will be 
in a condition by June to make the 
trip possible. The motor generators 
will be necessary to supply the 110- 
Volt current of electricity needed for 
the operation of the respirator in 
which the patient is enclosed while 
he is being taken from the hospital 
to the ship in Shanghai. The. Presi 
dent Coolidge can supply the’ neces- 
‘sary electricity but, the motors may 
‘again be necessary while young Mr. 
Snite is being conveyed from the 
Pacifie Coast’ to the hospital in 
Chicoyo. 

Some Improvement 

‘Some improvement has been shown, 
in Mr. Snite’s condition. He is now 
‘able to talk fairly freely. He is able 
to move his right ieg slightly. 
‘Throughout the seige, he has never 
been unconscious 2nd his mind has 
been alert and remarkably cheerful.

An official admitted the fact, that 
no exhibition held at the Institute 
recently had been as successful ag 
the present one, ‘The wide interest 
aroused attests to the educational 
value of the exhibition,

Moving Appeal at Union Church Service: Five Years 
in Shanghai Brought to Close 


‘The Rev. H, G, Newsham on April 
11 brought to a close his flve years' 
ministry at Union Church—a ministry 
which has been effective not only 
among his own congregation, ‘but 
‘among. a larger circle’ in Shanghal, 
by whom his messages, printed from 
time to time in the public press, have 
been deeply appreciated. ‘There was 
a large congregation present at the 
morning service, when a moving 
appeal was made for renewed con 
Seeration and an. earnest effort to 
make even more effective the mes- 
sage he fad tried to proclaim. 
‘Taking as text the words of Jesus, 
when his earthly life came to a, close 
fon the Cross, “It is finished,” Mr. 
Newsham said it was-not possible to 
belleve that this was no more than 
a ery of eller that the ‘pain was 
fending and the release of death was 
a hand, ‘There gre deep undertones 
whieh make such simple interpreta- 
ions altogether Insufficient. John’s 
Gospel has steadily been. preparing 
us for this last tremendous ery.

“Thave fnished the work which Thou 
sgavest me to do."

done through Jesus Christ. Tf'we put 
aside the. challenge which "Jesus 
Christ brings into our ways of living; 
it we still hanker after some different 
display of the divine, we shall wander 
towards the midnight.

Dr. ©. T. Wang’s Talk to 
American University Club 


"I invite you to embark with me 
‘ona voyage to dreamland that is| 
China in 1963," sald Dr, C. 'T. Wang! 
fon April 0:in opening his address to 
the American University Club at a| 
isin held at the American Club.| 
‘There was an unusually large at-| 
tendance for the purpose of honour-| 
Ing China's newly appointed Ambas-| 
sador to the United States and to bid 
hhim bon voyage. 

‘Judge Milton J. Helmick, President] 
of the American University Club, er 
presided and, at the conclusion of| 
{iain, rose to make several announce- 
‘ment. The club's prom this year is 
to be held at the French Club on 
May 21 and Judge Helmick expressed 
the hope that it would be “louder| 
and funnier than ever.” He then in- 
trodueed Dr. F.C. Yen who in turn| 
infiodueed Dr. C. . Wang. 

Before carrying his audience on the| 
voyage to the China of 1961, Dr. 
“Wang emphasized the Importance of 
the turning-point in China's. history| 
which took place in 1911. He divid- 
e¢ the turning-point Into three main 
phases: the ‘political, the industrial, 
‘and that phase concerned with the 
mental attitude of the people. 


A Bold Experiment 

Politically, China began a old] 
experiment,” changing. suddenly from| 
a monatchical form of government to} 
a republic. From the. industrial 
standpoint, China” changed from a 
country in which business and manu 
facture were a family affair to one 
in which industry is rapidly reaching} 
algantie proportions in’ some places. 

‘The change of mental altitude is| 
1911 was from a static to a dynamic 
stale of mind, ‘The Imperial exami 
nations, he said, enslaved. the minds| 
‘of the’ people ‘more than anything| 
else and prevented talent from ex- 
pressing itself freely and the people| 
from developing beyond the ‘stages| 
yeached by’ thelr ancestors. When| 
the old system was wiped out, China| 
began to advance. 

‘Dr, Wang pointed to the great im 
provements ‘which are evident in| 
many directions and said that there 
is a new civic pride. Ho described 
recent. improvements in. Ningpo, his 
own home city, and said that wh 
ig true in Ningpo is true in, many| 
places, He spokt of the great diti-| 
eully experienced at first in build-| 
ing even the shortest roads and then. 
of some of the fine new. highways. 
‘A fow days ago, he said, 100 om 
lag started by road from Nanking 
to Yunnan and were on the Journey 
at present. 

‘The new fecling “of national unity, 
he said, was clearly indicated by the| 
Sian aitair, unfortunate as it was. 
‘The people now have a strong leader| 
around whom they can and do rally. 


Some Predlet! 

‘A quarter of @ century from to- 
day, in 1961, he predicted, China will 
have direct communications with the! 
rest of the world, which will make 
It possible to yo by motor car to 
Paris, for instance. He foresaw two| 
roules from China to Europe: one 
across the north to Moscow and the 
other farther south via Burma and 
Constantinople. 

It Is China's policy to build cheap) 
roads at first he sid, in order that| 
there might be no heavy burden of| 
‘expense to discourage projects before 
they are well under way. “As the 
roads spread and heavy trame begins| 
to. run’ over them, the roads must 
naturally be improved. 

‘Tedon't like the idea of trailers" 
hhe said, “but I guess they must come.” 
He then pointed out the benellts of 
trailers including the evasion of taxes| 
and the possibility of moving with] 
the weathe:

the wonks unquestionably are rabid. 
‘They subsist on garbage filth pleked 
up in narrow alleyways and open 
Spaces where sanitation is unknown. 
Packs of as many as a dozen in some 
instances charged straight at th 
officers and in one instance was 
‘man compelled to seck safety in a 
‘creek rather than risk a bite from 
fone of the dogs. ‘The Chinese police- 
‘men and other members of the squads 
proved their markmanship by shoo!- 
ing the parlahs dead at various 
ranges, up to 30 yards, Sometimes, 
Jn confined spaces, the range was not 
more than two to three yards. Those 
wonks that were not killed instantly 
by shotgun fire were despatched with 
22 automatic pistols. No dog wear- 
jing a collar was ever touched. 

‘The deal dogs were then picked up 
bby sanitation coolies and taken to 2 
garbage truck, where they were check- 
fed in. So desperate is the economi: 
condition of many of the beggars and 
Squatters that the officers had to 
uard against the bodies being snateh- 
ed ‘before they reached the trucks 
‘and even against raids on the trucks 
themselves by persons wanting the 
dogs for food.

LIQUIDATOR 





In the liquidation proceedings of 
the American Oriental Finance Cor- 
oration pending in the United States 
Court for China, Judge Milton J. 
Helmick "entered an order on. 
March 15, 1937, dealing with 958 
jelaims of creditors. ‘The Order xed 
the amount of each of these claims 
jand placed 7% claims in Class “A” 
‘and the remainder In Class” “B". 
Pursuant to the terms of that Order. 
fon March 15 the Liquidator gave 
notice to each creditor dealt with in 
the Order by mailing a copy of the 
Order together with a statement 
Jshowing the class. and amount. in 
which” such creditor's claim” was 
allowed.’ 

Im allowing the ‘claims of “AY Class 
Jereditors the Court Order provided 
for a deduction of eight per cent, of 
‘the amount of the claim as claimant's 
share of liquidation costs and ex- 
Jpenses, which deduction, although 
[somewhat larger than the amounts to 
be borne by Class “B" claimants, was 
considered equitable and just in'view 
of the additional time and expense 
involved in ascertaining which clalms 
‘were legally entitled to such elassi- 
‘eation. 

‘By the Court Order, creditors were 
given twenty days within which to 
file objections to the classification or 
amount in which thelr claims had 
been allowed. The Liquidator was 
‘ordered to make full payment of the 
‘amount allowed on Class “A” claims 
‘and a first liquidation dividend of 
twenty per cent. on Class ““B” claims 
after the lapse of this twenty days’ 
period. ‘This 20 days’ period having 
passed, on April. 9 the Liquidator 
Sent cheques by registered mail 
to all of the claimants dealt 
with in the Court Order of March 15.

LOOT RECOVERED BY 
POLICE 


C.P.C. Fires Two Shots, But 
‘Man Escapes 


‘An exeiting chase in the dark along 
Jessiield Road early on April 10 
Fesulted in the recovery of $700 
worth of clothing with which a 
‘burglar was attempting to escape in 
2 public rickshaw. ‘Two shots were 
fired by a Chinese policeman, but 
they did not tke effect and the 
burglar escaped on foot.

Bamboo Work Contractor's 
Yard Swept by Fire 


Flames carly_on April 5 in the 
Columbia and ‘Great Western Riding 
School ended the lives of four 
China ponies, although the material 
camage eaused the stable was small.

‘Shortly after 10.0 a.m, the Bub- 
biing Well firemen responded to a 
second alarm at the corner of Ferry 
‘and Avenue Roads, where a quantity 
9 wood, bamboo, brushes, brooms 
and straw matting piled: up in a 
Chinese contractor's yard went up In 
flames. 

‘The inflammable nature of the 
materials rendered the fire-hghting 
aimeult, and it took more than three 
and haif "hours before the lames 
were finally extinguished, “Although 
the yard was surrounded by houses 
fon all sides, efforts by the Sremen 
succeeded in’ keeping them from be- 
ing ignited, 

‘According to an occupant, no less 
than 3,000 brooms were destroyed in 
the blaze. ‘These brooms were pur- 
chased following the award of a 
contract by the Health Department 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council 
to the owner. ‘The goods were not 
Insured, however. 

‘The fire was the third reported in 
the same yard, ‘two previous out 
breaks recently’ having been success 
fully extinguished by the occupants.

Extortion Fails as Police 
Challenge Bandits

The Universal Panacea for the World’s Ills: Union 


with American 


“Do you think that Mr, Baldwin oF: 
President Roosevelt believe that. the 
universal panacea is a knowledge of 
God's lover” rhetorically. asked the 
Rev. Arthur Taylor, Secretary for 
Scotland of the China Tnland Mission, 
at the annual meeting of the Shang- 
hal Auxillary of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, held on April 
3° in the Union” Church Hall. 
Dr, Taylor said that very few people 
fell, of believed this, yet he was 
definitely sure that the knowledge of 
God's love, and the preaching of the 
fospel, formed the panacea for all of 
the world’s ills. 

‘The Right Rev, Bishop Curtis, 
chairman and president of the 
Shanghai Auxiliary, opened the meet 
Ing with a few remarks concerning 
the proposed union of their society 
‘and the American Bible Society, and 
called upon the Rev. Carleton ‘Lacy 
to say a few words about it, Mr. 
Lacy, in opening, sald that his real 
Durpose there was to apologize for the 
absence of the Rev. £ M, North, 
Keneral seeretary of the American 
Bible Society, who was to speak on 
that subject, but was unfortunately 
a 

‘Mr, North, he sald, had the evening 
before expressed his dolight at the 
fulfilment of what had been a dream 
of theirs for many years, the coming 
together of the two societies to do 
their work through one organization. 
He himselt had occasion to compare 
the British” and Foreign Bible 
Society's annual report with that of 
his own society, and sald that he 
found that as far ag experience and 
results went thelr socleties were in 
fact already united, 

He would remind them, however, 
that when the new society--composed 
fof the two old ones—came into being, 
it would not have as its objects the 
cutting down of overhead or other 
‘expenses, but the extension of the 
work of ‘both of them and the more 
effective disteibution of the bible in 
China, 

Dr. Taylor opened his address with 
4 short anecdote, in which he stressed 
the fact that he never ‘let ‘anyone 
know who he was until he knew what 
they wanted. “He once offered to take 
a message from a. lady. to. "Mr. 
Taylor," thinking to himself that she 
wanted him to address a Mother's 
‘Meeting or something like that. When 
hhe found that she really wanted to 
ive him a cheque, however, he was 
forced to reveal his identity, and 
eventually “took the cheque away as 
@ memento that it doesn't do to tell 
untruth, "You never know what you 
ight miss!" 


‘The Greatest Book 
‘Turning to a more serious theme, 
he said that the Bible was the great 
est of books; none of the world's 
realest philosophers. or 
ever managed to write one that was 
fs ood, 
be calles He: 
himself read the Old Testament twice 
a year, and the New Testament four 
times, and each time re-read it as if 
it Were the first, 

“ft really amazes me that the Bible 

Society should necd to appeal for 
funds, 1 should have thought that 
we would all give liberally to got It 
through the world.” 
He reminded his listeners of tho 
jords sald by Christ on the Mount, 
‘Go ye {0 the world and disciple the 
nations." If that command had been 
obeyed, Europe would not to-day be 
fan armed camp, with governments 
inereasing tholr ‘armaments by taxes 
fon over-taxed nations, From person- 
‘al experience, he had found that very 
few people really belloved in the 
Gospel as a panacea, and he felt that 
this: was because they did not read 
thelr Bibles as they should. 

‘There were two great obstacles to 
prosperity and sueeess—Ignoranee and 
‘superstition on the most. wholesale 
seale—and these, too, would be swept 
aside if people Fead and relled more 
on thelr Bibles, ‘The Bible was going 
further and further in China, and was 
Becoming more and’ more necessary 
to its people; he recalled the fact, 
already mentioned by Mr. Lacy in his 
remarks, that while in ‘captivity in 
Sian General Chiang Kai-shek asked 
for a copy of the Bible and later 
stressed its great value and help to 
hhim during that troubled time,

GOOD RESULTS FROM 
WORK IN CHINA 


Rockfeller Foundation’s Two 
Years 


‘The scope of the work carried on 
by ‘the Rockefeller Foundation. in 
China and some of the future needs 
In this fleld of endeavour were dis- 
cussed in an interview with Dr J- 
B. Grant, who arrived in Shanghai 
recently from Pelping to direct the 
work while Mr, §. M. Gunn, Vice: 
President, is on leave in the United 


States. 

Dr. Grant, explaining that the 
Foundation only has been working 
in China since’ 1935, sald. that en« 
‘couraging results already have been 
oblained. 

China needs foreign help in her 
igantic reconstruction work, he sald, 
and the Rockefeller Foundation Js 
doing its best to help her in her 
struggle, 9 struggle that undoubtedly 
will be ‘crowned with success, First 
fof all China needs leaders in her 
economle and ‘selentife programme 
‘nd Yenching University, near Pe- 
king; Nankal’ University of ‘Tientsin, 
‘and ‘the University of Nanking, all 
‘of which receive financial assistance 
from the Rockefeller Foundation, 
offer young Chinese the best possible 
education in the several "social 
sciences, so that they later ean take 
Snactive partin constructive work in 
these felds in China, 

Leaders alone are not enough, and 
‘nancial co-operation has also ‘been 
extended to the Chinese Mass Educa 
tlon Movement, which now, after 
having been tried out with good re- 
sulls in ‘Ting Hein, a distelet near 
Poiping with 400000 inhabitants, is 
developing in -Kwangsi, Hunan, 
Kwangtung and Szechuen, 

Agricultural Work 

China's agriculture also needs im- 
provement, Dr. Grant went on, and 
fc that end the Rockefeller Foun 
tion annually —eonteibutes large 
amounts to the National Research 
Bureau and the Colleges of Agricul- 
ture of the Natlonal Central and 
Nanking Universities, each of which 
Is doing its best to teach China mod- 
ern husbandry. ‘The latter is doing 
Rolable work in veterinary preven 
tive medicine, a Reld almost. un- 
touched in China in which great pro- 
agress is expected. 

‘The National Health Administration 
of China ‘and the Commission on 

‘Medical ‘Education. of the Ministry 
of Education, two institutions of im-

Concerning the impending matter, 
which has grown and has been of 
burning actuality for over a month, 
the sald newspaper could publish 
only one report, last Friday, r 
Ying to the action of the previous 
day in the French court. 

Compared to the foreign informa 
tion, the sald single article was, by 
ecessity, very brief, by lack of

Sin—Holders of Chinese Railway 
Bonds in general will rejoice at the 
Improved “conditions which have 
been brought about recently, by the 
‘Administration ‘concerned, ‘in the 
partial payments of. interest long 
overdue, 

‘The Bondholders of the Shanghal- 
Nanking Railway, however, do not 
‘appear so far to have received any 
consideration as a result of the im= 
proved conditions 

‘This Railway, unlike a good many 
of the other Chinese Government 
Ratlways, has always been a paying 
proposition. ‘The present defaults in 
Interest payments are said fo have 
‘been due to the hostilities of 1931/2 
when the service of the railway was 
temporarily interrupted for some 
‘months. 

Surely after six years of normal 
traf conditions something could be 
done to improve the position in 
regard to interest payments still in 
arrears, 5 

Inthe meantime the Shanghal- 
Nanking Railway has made all kinds 
of additions and extensions to its 
Tine, mostly involving capital ex: 
penditure. This expenditure ap- 
parently has come out of earnings, 
in other words, from money due 10 
Bonholders. No recourse has been 
had to Boxer Indemnity Funds which 
might have been available for new 
capital expenditure, as in the case 
of other Chinese Railways, 
in addition to the three half- 
yearly interest payments in default 
ino amortization payments have been 
made since 1990, 

Bondholders of the | Shanghal- 
Nanking Railway have been very 
patient over the last few years and 
it would seem that the time has 
‘come when they should receive some 
consideration.

‘They would not, for 
Instance, be expected to exercise the 
prudence and eare that my learned 
friend here would use’ 

If the court was satisfied that the 
respondent used ordinary care, 3 
‘should dismiss the ease. Before the 
petitioner could rely on a plea of 
res ipsa loquitur, which had been 
‘advanced by counsel for the petition- 
fer, a lack of ordinary care must be 
alieged. This the ‘petitioner had 
not, done, 

‘The respondent was not guilty of 
nogligence, only of an error of judg 
ment. An error of judgment wos 
not negligenca, This was clearly 
ald down in ali the authorities. ‘The 
basis of the Council's defence was 
that the error, if there w 
at all, was one of judgment. 
‘Mr. Watkins and Mr. Renacre had 
‘been subjected to avery. gruelling 
‘examination, but nothing’ had been 
Drought out to show that they were 
gully of anything more than an 
error of judgment, 

Mistakes Inevitable 


It _was all very well for opposing: 
counsel to suggest what Mr. Watkins 
might have done prior to the accident, 
‘but when a man was on the spot he 
had to exercise his own judgment to 
the best of his ability. ‘The Council 
‘would be in an exceedingly embar- 
rassing position if the court were to 
hold that its employees could be 
held responsible for an error of judg- 
ment. “Members of its many dif- 
ferent departments were required to 
exercise their judgment on many 
‘occasions and mistakes often occurred. 
“As long as the Council employs 
human ‘beings, mistakes will con 
tinue," declared Mr, Bryan, “it is im- 
possible to prevent mistalces alto- 
gother. All’ that can. be required 
is that a man should exercise his best 
judgment. That Mr. Watkins did.” 

‘His contention was that petitioner, 
bby giving her consent to the fire drill 
taking ‘place, and by standing near 
the window, assumed the risk of 
what might fake place, and therefore 
‘was not entitled to recover. The 
cause of the accident, the plece of 
‘apparatus falling, and ricochetting 
from the window, certainly did not 
‘point to negligence. It sounded a 
most improbable story, but it was 
true, Tt was quite possible, though 
irrational, that the piece of apparatus 
‘acted in this way, but no reasonable 
man could be expected to foresee ls, 
doing 50, 

“The Couneil feels very sorry about 
this accident." sald Mr. Bryan, “it Is 
a very deplorable affair, but there 
is nothing we ean do about it” 

Mr. MeDonald: We reject their 
sympathy.

‘The following are excerpts from 
‘the annual: report of the China Ase 
sociation presented at the annual 
general meeting held in London on 
April = 

"The Interest of political events dur~ 
ing the past year centred in two 
episoiles—the rebellion In the South: 
West and the detention of Chiang. 
Kai-shek In Shensi—and in relations 
with Japan, ‘The episodes are not 
elassifiable as domestic events pure 
‘and simple. Anti-tapanese sentl- 
ment played a part in both of them. 
While’ bearing ‘this interaction in, 
mind, however, it is permissible to 
divide thelr domestic from ‘their 
foreign implications and to deal with 
each soparately. This Involves some 
departure from’ chronological» order 
but makes retrospect clearer, 

‘Froop movements made ‘by the

Sian newspapers show 
‘that the incident coincided with the 
suppression of a students’ demonstr 
ton, when the police opened fire 
castilties occurred, the occasion of 
the demonstration | being a demand 
for more positive action in resisting 
the Invasion of Sulylan. 

Comintern’s Policy 

A fact to be borne in mind, though 
the degree of its relevancy, if any, 
hhas yet to be established, is the 
polley of the Comintern in encour 
aging, the formation of a “unite 
front.” ‘The Moscow correspondent 
ef the “Manchester Guardian” stated 
‘on October 24, “that a united China 
front {0 oppose the Japanese advance 
has for nearly a year been urged 
by’ the Chinese section of the Com- 
munist International!” ‘The chief 
‘opponent to this proposal, the writer 
‘added, Is the man who ‘broke the 
Communist-Kuomintang alliance of 
1927—Chiang Kat-shek. 

Tn due course, no doubt, further 
ight will be thrown upon such rela 
ions ag may have existed belween 
Chang Hsuch-tiang’s colleagues "and 
he Communists of the North-West. 

‘Freed from captivity on December. 
25, Gen, Chiang arrived in Nanking 

the following day, accompanied 
Ey his captor, who stated in writing 
that he was “naturally rustle, surly 
‘and unpolished,” and begged that he 
might be AUtingly punished for his 
‘crime. ‘The problem of Communism 
in the North-West and olsewhere still 
remains. On February 22 the Gov- 
‘ernment issued a manifesto declaring 
that no compromise will be made 
with the Communists. 

Retations with Japan 


Whatever view may be taken of 
the anti-Japanese clement in the 
Communist problem there canbe no 
doubt as to the anti-Communist 
sentiment and policy of Japan, This 
fact, to which further reference is 
itde in the paragraphs dealing with 
Japanese affairs, complicates the 
Nanking Government's position in 
relation to its own people on the 
‘one hand and to Japan on the other. 
Indeed, the development of this com= 
plication is one ‘of the most. im- 
portant strands in the skein of last 
year's history. 

‘The oulstanding fact in  Sino- 
Japanese relations then was the 
arge-seale smuggling whieh was o°- 
curring in North China. Tt had been 
koing on during the Tatler part of 
4935,: mainly in respect of silver. By 
the ‘spring of 1936, however. it had 
come to embrace other commodities.

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BUCKINGHAM PALACE 
By Tunasyiwus 


It may not be the most historic 
of the British royal residences, but 
there can be little doubt that in 
its existence of, somewhat oyer a 
century, Buckifigham Palacé has 
witnessed much of interest and im= 
portance in the history of the 
British Empire. ‘That is made very 
clear in a book written by Bruce 


Graeme, entitled "A Century of 
Buckingham Palace.” (Hutehinson, 
London. 9/6). At the time of 


the accession of Henry VIII, the 
site of the Palace was little more 
than a swamp, watered by the 
Westbourne and the Tyburn, which 
until 1531, was the property of Eton 
College. ‘There was the “house of 
St. James in the Field with 1891 
aeres, between Charing Cross and 
Aye Hill,” which passed into the 
possession of Henry VIII. He built 
fn the site the Manor House of St. 
James, which later become St. 
James's Palace, and while this was 
being built for the oecupane:* of 
Anne Boleyn, the King enclosed the 
Surrounding ‘swamp, had it care- 
fully drained, and named the whole 
St, James's Park, 
So it remained for over three- 
quarters of a century, when King 
James I conceived the idea of 
breeding silkworms for the native 
manufacture of silk. Mulberry 
trees were grown, thousands being 
imported from ai’ over Europe, and 
the portion of the Park where’ they 
were planted, was walled in and 
very soon become known as the 
Mulberry’ Garden. But for some 
reason or other the scheme did not 
work out well, though three or 
four men tried thelr hand at it, and 
some years after Lord Aston ‘took 
over “control of the Mulberry 
Garden it was changed into a 
pleasant resort for fashionable Lon- 
don, Thus from Evelyn's diaxy:— 
My Lady Gerrard treated us at 

Mulberry Garden, now the only 

place for refreshment about the 

town for persons of the best quality 
fo" be exceedingly cheated. al 

Cromwell and his partisans having 

shut up and seized upon. Spring 

Garden, which till-now had been 

the usual rendezvous for the ladies 

‘and gallants of this season, 

It Is shrewdly suspected that Crom- 
well would have done well to have 
shut up Mulberry Garden, and that 
the “quality” of Evelyn's days were 
no better than they should be, for 
it only the pages of history could 
tbo turned back many florid stories 
might be read of the arbours in 
Mulberry Garden} strange throb- 
bing tales of beautiful country 
lasses into them lured, wooed andl 
won; or of more subtle aecounts of 
assignations, of wives escaping from 
the vigilance of their husbands, of 
meetings with lovers, of hot pas~ 
sionate Kisses, tender embraces 
given and relurned. Indeed so 
notorious did it become that Sir 
Charles Sedley chose the Garden as 
4 selling for one of his plays. Ever. 
Wycherley had to refer to the place, 
while the quality of its reputation 
may be seen from the following 
passage in Shadwell’s “The Hum- 
ourist 

FFriske:—One, Madam! Why does 

not your Ladyship frequent. the 
Mulberry Garden ofvner? I vow 
wwe had the pleasantest diverlise- 
ment there Jast night, 

Strikes:—Ay, Twas there, and the 

Garden was very full, Madam, of 
Tadies. and gentiemen, that made 
ove tonether till twelve ofeock 
at night. 

Midnight was closing time at 
Mulberry Garden, or perhaps the 
‘quality might have stayed on longer. 

It is not necessary to deal with 
the Arlingtons and the Gorings who 
resided in the house built on the 
Mulberry Garden site but to go 
straight to Princess Anne's Duke 
of ‘Buckingham, who razed the 
building known as Arlington House 
and proceeded toverect himself a 
magnifieent and prineely mansion. 
Tt was not without its erities, but 
hho matter how good or bud it wi 
in design it ultimately sheltered his 
\widow whose pretensions to royalty 
made her final years remarkable for 
her eccentricity. 

On this subject Horace Walpol 
has much to write:— 

‘The Duchess of Buckingham who 
4s more mad with pride than any 
merecr's wife in Bedlam, came the 






























other night to the opera en 
rincesse, literally in robes of red 
velvet and ermine. T must tell you 
a story of her. Last week she sent 
for Corl (the prompter to-the opera) 
to pay him for her opera ticket, 
He was not at home, but went in 
fan hour afterwards. ‘She said, did 
he treat her lke a tradeswoman, 
She would teach him to. respect 
women of her birth—and bade him 
come the next morning at nine. He 
came and she made him wait until 
eight at night, only sending him an 
‘omelette and ‘a bottle of wine. AS 
it was Friday and he a Catholic, 
she supposed he did not eat meat. 
At last she received him in the 
form of a princess giving audience 
fo an ambassador, "Now" she said,

to persuade the Parliament to vote 
no less a sum than £252,690 for the 
purpose of enabling Nash to get 
to work. 




















Nash might have been a very 
good man, an carnest churchgoer 
and the father of a family, but as 
an architect he completely failed to 
fll the bill with regard to this new 
commission. He made mistake 
after mistake, and was subject to 
much adverse criticism, and when he 
retired from business, and William 
IV came to the throne, Edward 
Blore, another architect was called 
in to do the best possible to remedy 
the hash that Nash had made of 
things. But Nash had done his 
work only too badly, and, despite 
everything that Blore did, the 
Palace was thé subject of ' more 
hostile criticism than any  similar|

of capturing both addicts and 
pediars by guarding all exits, Throuh

Other instances came to notice in 
which the heroin-dealers brazenly 
fouk possession of vacant houses and 
from there distributed their deadly 
wares, ‘The beggars would soon 
earn about these centres and would 











flock to them with their meagre 
‘earnings to buy the drug. It is estix 
mated that cach dealer, whether 


operating in the open or wider cover, 
did a daily business of §25 to. $30. 
‘The source of the heroin was almost 
invariably given as Tientsin 

‘Chinese landlords who assisted the 
‘drug-sellers by renting them premises 
in the area were severply dealt with 
by. the Chinese Courts. 

‘Even now, dead Chineso beggars 
fare daily being found in the alley 
ways of the district. ‘Their deaths

Greatly Involved 


With the advice of friends, how- 
ever, he was able to carry on from 
Liking to Tolifu, Hsiakuan and to 
the capital. Here the financial situa 
tion was not greatly improved. ‘The 
CP.O, airways, railways and bus 
companies demanded government 
notes and apparently toa certain 
extent these were current every. 
where, bringing a certain amount of 
local currency here and a different 
‘omount there. Paper money was the 
order of the day and toa stranger 
from Szechuen, not over-worried on 
the question "of finance. Yunnan 
‘money market demanded not only 
caution but vigilance. When one 
Central Bank note purchased teu 
‘Yunnan dollars the purchaser jumped 
to the conclusion that the Yunnan 
dollars would go a long way. 

This, however, was quite a mistake 
us Holder one day walked into the 
American Consulate with over 300 
Yunnan paper dollars and all he got 
was one innocent-looking passport 
which in no way made him immune 
from being cleaned out by robbers 
only a few days from the capital, 
Roughly the situation Is something 
Uke this: 10 gold dollars bring over 
30 dollars Mex. and over 30 dollars 

















Mex. bring over 30 Yunnan paper 
dollars, 
‘Actually the American passport 


which carried with it immunity {rom 
nothing, either inside or outside Yun- 
nan, “Was ‘worth something like 
US$10, but Ils value, however, in 
local currency was over $300 and to 
simple-minded ‘Texan this looked 
‘appalling. Bigger and heavier finan- 
cial losses were still ahead. 


Millions in Opium Stoten 
On his way to.the Yunnan border 
Holder passed an oplum caravan that 
hhad been robbed by Lolos of $2,000,- 
(000 worth of this dangerous drug. 
The report went that 30 loads of 
coplum had completely disappeared, 
Jeaving the remainder of the caravan 
fo continue to the Szechuen border. 
The Lolos are a wild and lawless 
people and make it their business to 
harass oplum. caravans plying be- 
tween the two provinces, Frequently 
they make an enormous haul as was 
‘apparent in the present case and got 
clear away. Usually oplum merchants 
‘re well-armed and able to defend 
themselves and ‘thelr. wares bolh 
‘galnst Tibetans and Lolos, but some. 
times there is a slip and what actual- 
ly happened has not yet come to 
light. “Opium deaiers érequently take 
circuitous routes to avold unneces- 
sary Custom’s duties and taxes and in 
doing s0, like the man who went down 
fom Jerusalem to Jeticho, fall among 
thieves. ‘TFs opium from Yunnan to 
Szechuen passes through the Yellow 
Lama's Kingdom and ‘the Yellow 
Lama has both ‘wild’ and ‘tame’ Lolos 
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in hls territory ond, when Nashis, 
‘Lolos and Tibetans get mixed up, 
‘thelr propensity for adventure is 
guile romantic. 

‘Opium is always a conventent haul: 
it can be used as cash, as a means 
of barter and ag a narcotic. Is bulk 
is not too large and it can be cone 
ventently stowed away inthe folds 
of a lerge Tibetan sheepskin gt 
ment. Most unfortunate of late years 
is the way the Tibetans along the 
frontier Ivave taken to this drug, 
very largely if not entirely, Yunnan 
plum. ‘And the robbery of some 30 
‘animajloads In Tibetan country simp- 
ly meng thot the drug is secured 
cheaper and more readily.

JAPAN AS TRADER 


‘This book is revealing. Tt was 
written originally In Japanese and for 
‘Japanese, and based on material pre- 
‘sented in_a series of lectures in 1994 
by the. Chiet Exceutive of the Ojl 
Paper Company and formerly of the 
Mitsu any. Mr. Fujthara de- 
cided on Its publication In English In 
the hope that Japanese industry 
would be the better understood in the 
World. “He has succeeded in his ob- 
Jeet, pethaps better than he thought- 
What is perfectly evident is that he 
covets for Japan frst place in the 
World as an Industrial ‘and trading 
nation, : 


‘The first part of the book gives a 
‘short history of the rise and develop~ 
ment of the more important modern 
industries in Japan—textiles, ship- 
building, and transportation by ocean- 
‘shipping; electric" power, 
industries including - dye 
stuffs, fertilizers, rayon, machine 
‘on 
World competition in cach case. 
Lancashire cotton mills, he says, are 
not strong fnancially,” and bankers 
are not interested in financing them. 
Trade unions in Lancashire, whose 
Power raised wages, prevenied em- 
players from lowering them (pre- 
sumably to Jopanese standards) when 
the depression came. “Lancashire is 
thus in the unenviable position of not 
being able to effect the necessary im- 
provements.” What Is sauce for the 
goose in shipbuilding Is not appro- 
Driate ‘sauce for the gander. Mr. 
Pujihara states that “the policy of 
the (Japanese] Government to en- 
courage shipbuilding which was 
‘Adopted after 1894-05 bore frults ten 
years later.” But, when he refers to 
the British Government's unusual step 
to subsidize tramp shipping to the 
extent of £2,000,000 a year, “it will 
bbe readily seen how disconcerted the 
British Government isin its attempt 
fe improve the shipping business". 
Americans will be interested to learn

@ nation to luxurious life and seago- 
Ing is far from an easy-going life. Re- 
ferring to the one Toyoda automatic 
loom of which Platt Bros. of England 
ught the Japanese patent, he says: 
tis gratifying to ‘us that cotton 
mills in Lancashire are disearding 
old-fashioned machines to. install. a 
‘more up-to-date (ype invented by 
Japanese”. “But nowhere is there 
‘acknowledgement of the debt which 
Japan owed to original Western in« 
ventiveness that presented Japan with 
machinery already manufactured on 
Principles fundamental to further 
modifeation. “There should be em- 
phasis in the fact that a Toyoda loom 
patent has been bought: there are 
‘sald to be examples of Japanese 
‘manufacture without compensation to 
those holding patent rights. He con- 
fesses Japan is envious of the self- 
ipporting position of the US.A., but 
then proceeds to argue that It does 
‘not avall the U.S.A. much. 


Spirit of Devotion 


In the second section Mr. Fujihara 
deduces from mediaeval and modern 
examples that there exists a spirit 
‘of devotion to Japan among its 
workers that transcends all desire for 
materia! galn and is willing to work 
for small remuneration and for lon 
hours to assist in industry's advance 
ment. This, he says, is what the 
materialistic and calculating Western- 
fs and Chinese cannot understand. 
Japanese capitalists are criticized 
regularly in the International Labour 
Office Conference for sweated labour, 
he says, beeause of the low cost of 
Production. Frankness makes him 
state they ‘are erilicized at the Con- 
ference also by the representative of 
Japanese Labour. Perhaps em- 
boldened in the Geneva atmosphere, 
Japanese workers speak the truth: 
they are probably nol so content to 
be rewarded only in an emotion of 
intense patriotism. ‘Besides, Mr. 
Fujihara ‘is not so certain himself 
that these qualities of devotion which 
he finds in the Japanese worker are 
roof against desire for better con- 
ditions. “In his peroration he urges 
his countrymen (o take advantage of 
the present and (o'ride forward on a 
flood tide. “Conditions may. take an 
unfavourable turn....labourers may 
demand higher wages.” He quotes 
the complete satistaction of Mr. 
Mauretle, Assistant Director of the 
TL.0, with the explanation of the 
reasons for low production costs. He 
does not say that Mr. Maurelte spent 
three weeks only in the country, and 
fs careful in his report to slate he 
‘saw only large-scale industry. Stein 
in his “Made in Japan” shows con- 
Glusively that paralleling large-seale 
industrial plants are the large-scale 
buying, distributing, collecting, and 
marketing enterprises, while manu 






































facture of the goods involved is often 
fn. the hands. of sfnall enterprises 
‘working uncontrolled hours and in 
bad conditions. Mr. Maurette's 
statement that there is no - social 
‘dumping Is so qualified as to convey 
‘almost no confidence.

A tacit acknow- 
edgement,’one might say. 

‘Mr. Fujihara is glad to commend a 
spirit of sacrifice on the part~ of 
workers to make Japan industrially 
great, ‘The national. spirit will. be 
exploited as long as possible: but one 
‘wonders how much longer Japanese 
workers will be hoodwinked thereby. 


CHANCE OF A LIFETIME 
‘Tur Foxrs—By R. P. Harriss. Methuen, 


America has recently given us two 
great books, both being the frst 
books of unknown authors: the first 
of these is “Gone with the Wind" 
‘nd the sccond is undoubtedly “The 
Foxes,” though this latter is only a 
short ‘and very easily read book in 
which foxes and other wild creatures 
are the main characters. One 
wonders if this R. P. Harriss was not, 
Uke the famous Brer Rabbit given 
to us by another Harriss, “born and 
bred ina briar patch", for itis dif- 
feult to understand how he could 
know wild ereatures so well unless 
hhe had actually lived among them. 

‘To the non-American reader the} 
vocabulary alone will come as a 
Fevelation; strange words come rip- 
pling off the writer's pen like a 
stream of new thought, and if we 
are still left wondering what 
pocosin can be, what does it matter? 
Words have a music of thelr own 
and their meaning can fade into In- 
significance when the tune they make 
is true to nature. 

Hunting Lore 

‘The whole story told in this book 
centres on the Intimate life of a 
family of foxes and the “extra 
consist of a medley of human being: 
negro and white, horses, dogs, birds, 
‘snakes, and animals ‘both domestic 
‘and wild. ‘Each of these Is treated 
with” convincing detail so that they 
live beneath the render’s eyes. Stories 
of fox-hunts are told in such a way 
that the point of view of both hunter 
‘ond hunted is scen with crystal 
clarity....and it is not always that 
the hunier wins. ‘The tale of the 
hunting of Tag-car, the father fox, 
fs an eple of the hunting-fleld and 
if anyone can read it without feeling 
the blood coursing through his veins, 
then he is, indeed, a cold-blooded 
‘animal. But the rich store of hunt 
ing lore is only a part of the fram: 
work of this remarkable book: 
Horses and dogs are dealt with in 
convincing style; a chapter dealing 
mainly with the naming of dogs.is 
‘worth any man's attention; Aco, Bess, 
Queen, Prince, Lady and Pal are, for 
example, names suitable for bird- 
dogs, while Trig, Burly, Bounce, 
Bluebell, Echo and Rouster, are 
Heaven-sent names for hounds. Such 
details are not too obvious until Mr. 
Horriss has cast his magic spell upon 
the subject. 

‘This is not a book to be road once 
and put back into a dusty cupboard: 
it is one to be read again and again 
to extract every grain of information 
from the closely packed store, If 
humour is required the’ negro char- 
acters supply it in, bulk, and the tale 
of the jumping mule “Jim Crow”, 
told by old Pappa Gola, is a classic in 
self; there are tales ‘of -witcheraft, 
night-hunting, cock-fighting 
plain plantation life which at 
gems in themselves and the re 
ett with the eonvietion that every in- 
celdent must be truo....n0 man's im- 
fagination could conjure up such 
wealth of convincing detail. The final 
story of the hunting of Gutch 
Gurviver “of the fox family) may 
sound {o the uninitiated to be some- 
‘what imaginative, but this reviewer 
has heard of similar incidents taking 
place in. the hunting flelds of Eng- 
Tand, and to those who know the 
cunning of the fox, no doubts will
